{Unattributed article: "CIA: Danger of Invasion of Poland by Russians Not Yet 
Past”) 


[Text] D.W. Washington/Warsaw--The CIA has now drawn the attention of the National 
Security Council of the U.S. Government to the danger that the Soviet Union might 
intervene militarily after all in che event of further unrest in Poland. Secret 
reports which, in part, have become public also reveal that resistance cells in 
Poland are preparing in the underground for a potential intervention by Moscow. 


Washington intelligence service quarters consider it probable that units of the 
Polish Army would offer resistance in the event of an attack by the Soviet Union. 
But apparently there is no coordinated planning to this end within the Polish Armed 
Forces and the defense ministry. 


At a large-scale rally in Szczecin, leading representatives ot the Independent 
Trade Union Association “Solidarity” came out against the criticism of their 
movement by the “GDR” and the CSSR and, on their part, criticiaed the restriction 
of tourist travel with Poland by these neighboring countries. Addressing about 
15,000 people, the chairman of the Szczecin local organization, Marian Jurczyk, 
said that the 400,000 trade union members of this district have “conveyed their 
protest to the CSSR and the GDR.” 


Lech Walesa, the chairman of “Solidarity,” said: "We are cleaning our own back- 
yard, they should do che same with theirs. But should anybody disturb us in doing 
so, «@ w!ll eet remain indifferent." Walesa stressed that the independent trade 
union organization “cannot be halted.” But it interprets itself to be the defender 
of the rights of the workers and neither wishes to govern nor to pursue politics. 


Addressing the Sejm (the Parliament) which convened for a 2-day meeting yesterday, 
Agriculture Minister Leon Klonica drew a gloomy picture of the situation. Thus, 
this year's harvest amounts to 3.2 million tons of grain, 18 million tons of 
potatoes and 6.6 million tons of sugar beets less than planned. 


To improve the suppiy situation the state leadership plans to grant higher producer 
prices to the Polish farmers. Thus, it is planned to pay 16 percent more for 
Slaughter animals effective today. Since it is impossible to enforce the price 




















hike for meat in the stores, the increase in the producer prices is to be fimenced 
from the state budget, which already shows a deficit. The national iucome in 

1981 will decrease because of the production decrease in coal, copper and other 
raw materials. 


Gustav Husak, the Czechoslovak Party and State leader, unexpectedly visited the 
Ostrava coal mining area near the Polish border. He received a delegation of 
miners who brought up their difficult working conditions, the inadequate extraction 
facilities, and the overtime necessary as a result of the labor shortage. 


In Brussels NATO Secretary General Lunes stated in a speech to the North Atlantic 
assembly that NATO will not react with military means in the event of a Soviet 
invasion of Poland.

REACTION TO GDR CURRENCY RULES--Warsaw, 15 Oct (PAP)--For the last 3 days, govern- 
ment circles, Christian Democratic opposition and mass circulation papers in the 
FRG have all been foreboding a return of the cold war in Europe, 7ZYCIE WARSZAWY 
fonn correspondent said in his dispatch. Such nervous or even aggressive reactions 
tollowed the proposals and decisions made recently by the GDR, which raised the 
minimum amount of hard currency to be exchanged for GDR marks by Western visitors 
to that country, and reaffirmed the sovereignty of the GDR as the subject of 
international law. “In defence of the concept of reunification, some Bonn 
politicians started looking for ‘a third culprit’ and pointed to Poland, whose 
internal situation has allesedly sent shock waves across the ‘Eastern Bloc' thus 
endangering detente," ZYCIE WARSZAWY observed further. "Meanwhile, the genuine 
problems determined by the need for consistent continuation by Bonn of its

AUSTRIAN GENERAL INTERVIEWED ON SOVIET BLOC INTERVENTION IN POLAND 
DW161347 Bonn DIE WELT in German 15 Dec 80 p 5 


{Interview with Gen Wilhelm Kuntner, commander of the Defense Academy of the 
Austrian army, by Vienna correspondent Carl Gustaf Stroehm; date and place not 
given] 


[Excerpt] WELT: News about Poland is contradictory. ‘Some things indicate a kind 
of detente, others, such as the statement by the Soviet defense minister, seem 
rather alarming. Has the danger of a Sovie. intervention in Poland been done away 
with? 


Kuntner: i do not believe that the danger has been done away with. The contra- 
dictory reports can have various origins. First, we are not able to get at all 
the information. Second it could be skiliful psychological warfare by the Soviets 
against the leadership groups of the Polish Party as well as the free trade unions. 


WELT: What would be the purpose of such pressure? 


Kuntner: The Soviets are continuing to try to get Poland under control through 
the Polish Communists. They realize that an intervention would create a completely 
new situation which would not be advantageous for Moscow with regard to the East- 
West dialogue, relations within the East Bloc, as well as vis-a-vis the Third 


World. 





WELT: Would a Soviet intervention in Poland mean that the Moscow military machinery 
would have to move toward the West? That would have certain consequences for the 
West European countries as well. 


Kuntner: The advance Soviet troops would be moved a f"' aundred kilometers ahead. 
It would certainly change the military landscape of Europe. The starting basis 
of the Vienna MBFR talks would also change. If a continuation of MBFR talks were 
possible at all after an invasion, completely new modele and a new starting posi- 
tion would have to found. On the other hand, however, 1 can imagine that the 
Soviet Union, at present, is not involved in speculations going beyond its present 
empire--because the chunk the Russians would have to swallow would be too big for 


then. 


WELT: How must the attitude of the Polish Army be assessed in case of an inter- 
vention? 








Kuntner: Particularly with regard to Communist armies, the primacy of politics 

is uncontested. Soviet officers are located in all Warsaw Pact states in the 
various defense ministries and staffs. For that reason alone a unif’ rm command 
from above cannot come with regard to common resistance against the Soviets. The 
Soviet advisors would stop it. An instrument such as the Polish Army, which is 
established on the principle of orders and obedience, would be completely insecure. 
Clear orders with regard to resistance are, therefore, not to be expected. 


The Soviet Union must include the following in its considerations: local, sub- 
structural resistance could take place, however, as in Hungary, so that individual 
units or barracks could join the Polish workers and fight. 


WELT: How do you assess the possibilities of partisan war or resistance in fac- 
tories? 


Kuntner: One must probably reckon with that. But we know that a power instrument 
such as the Soviet Army will exploit all opportunities to put out these sparks. 

The Soviet Union is facing a terrible decision. It is concerned by the possibility 
that the Polish movement could possibly spread on Soviet territory--such as the 
Baltic Republics or the Ukraine, where a certain susceptibility supposedly exists 
so the pressure is becoming stronger and stronger for the Soviets to do something. 


WELT: What dates need to be considered when it comes to political, psychologicai, 
and military preparations? 


Kuntner: Actually two time periods are taking shape. First, one could do it when 
the West is celebrating, sleeping and indulging in its hopes for peace--that is 
around the Christmas holidays. That would be analogous to Afghanistan. The second 
phase might be after Spring cultivation is over--that is, in April or May. 


WELT: Will and can other East Bloc armies take part in an intervention in Poland? 


Kuntner: Some elements, particularly of the neighboring [Warsaw] Pact states will 
probably have to be involved because it would correspond to the term "collective 
security” of the East Bloc, and because it then would not look so much like a 
Russian punitive expedition. But Polish units that would not resist the Soviets, 
might fight against GDR soldiers. As regards the Czechoslovak Army, only some 
security regiments could be used against Poland. As regards the GDR's Peoples’ 
Actmy also only special units are likely to be involved.

Walesa: No, I do noc have a passport, nor do I have anv <.avel plans at this time. 
I have enough to do here right now, once the problems here have been solved I will 
do some traveling. 


BI'D: Do you have a DGB invitation? 


Walesa: I do not know, I have received many invitations. But I am certain that 
I have one. And if not, I have enough friends to stay with in the Federal Republic. 


BILD: Tensions between "Solidarity" and the Polish Government increase perua- 
nently... 














Walesa: I do not think they increase; if at all, they do with regard to certain 
groupings in the government, buc not with regard to the government as such. 


BILD: Don't you think that some of your demands are very political, such as, for 
example, the demand for a trade union commission in the government? 


Walesa: What does political mean? We wan. to have observers in the government 
and a certain influence. After all, we represent the majority of the working 
populace. 


BILD: And if you will not prevail with your demand? 


Walesa: We will apply all legal means. If the government has the right not to 
fulfill certain demands, that is all alright. If not, we will fight. 


BILD: Up to now you have won every fight. But many people fear that you could 
go one step too far at some tim. »b« it with regard to your demands, or be it 
because somebody might think ..u vic ate the interests of your alliance partners. 
What then? 


Walesa: What then? We are capable of winning, as you have seen. And we will 
win in future. Our Queen is the Holy Mary of Czestochowa. We will not go too 
far because there exists no alternative. We have just one way and we will proceed 
on it: turning Poland into Poland again.

{Text} The threat of Russian intervention in Poland may have receded. It has not 
gone away. The Soviet news agency TASS has again accused “anti-socialist forces" 
of using the free trade union Solidarity as a cover to challenge the authority of 
the Government and the Communist Party and of trying to create economic chaos 
through more strikes. In a Moscow radio broadcast, Russia's helpfulness was con- 
trasted with Western “hypocrisy.” “Here in the Soviet Union we understand how 
important it is now for Poland to overcome the difficulties that arose in her 
development along the socialist party,” it said. Russian supplies of essentials 
like oil, cotton, and food, combined with financial aid, were put at $1,300 million. 
This largesse was compared with still unfulfilled Western promises of economic 
assistance, dismissed as part of a “provocative campaign" hostile to the interests 
of the Polish people." 


The old tune is being sounded just as Britain and other Western countries are 
reported to be considering massive financial aid in response to Warsaw's appeal. 
Britain and the other EEC countries are already sending Poland meat, sugar, butter, 
and grain at prices below world levels on the theory that to refuse would be to 
drive Poland into total reliance on Moscow. Presumably, it is in Western Europe's 
best interests to swallow the paradox that its aid will be shoring up a failed 
Communist economy. Clearly, Western aid cannot be tied to a renunciation of 
Marxist principles. But it surely ought to be made clear that it gust not be 

used to suppress the new freedom. We can be certain that the Russians will not 
give any blank cheques. Why should we? 


In Washington, a house of representatives report finds tha. “the real danger is 
just about to begin,” rating the chances of a Russian invasion very high. It puts 
the likeliest time between now and March. Mr Lech Walesa, the free trade union 
leader, Poland's man of the year, disagrees. He thinks the Russians have no present 
intention of invading. But can the freedom he won develop, even survive, under the 
disapproving eye of the Kremlin? His followers will not easily give up achieve- 
ments which, in a Communist regime, are pure heresay. The messages from Moscow 
make it quite clear: Poland is still in danger.

{Excerpts} Krakow--In connection with the annual day of prayer for church building 
in Poland, Cardinal Franciszek Machareki, Metropolitan of Krakow, has addressed 
an appeal to believers which reads: 


Our churches serve the community well. They are not 4 luxury, but «4 way to meet 
religious and spiritual needs which are no less fundamental and vital than many 
other things. It is not our wish to create small communities but we do take into 
account distances in urban areas as well as needs of inhabitants in towns and 
housing estates. In the meantime, [housing] estates continue to be built for which 
no provision is made for the construction of churches. And when finally, after 
many years, a building permit is obtained, the siting of the church becomes a 

real nightmare. 





I repeat: The faithful ought not be saddled with the cost of faulty planning, and 
we shall not agree to having to build centers of religious life away from housing 
estates or urban districts. We must take into consideration the people and 
sociological rules which also have a great deal to tell us. 


We must also be aware of the number of permits we receive. Our archdiocese covers 
the voivodships of Krakow as a whole and parts of the voivodships of Bielsko 

Biala, Nowy Sacz, Katowice, and Tarnow. By 1 October this year we had obtained 

one new church building permit for each of the voivodships of Krakow, Bielsko 

Biala, Katowice, and Nowy Sacz. In addition, permits were granted for the construc- 
tion of three chapels, the repair of six churches and chapels, four schools of 
catechism and five vicarages. 


To the question of whether we are getting enough permits, let me anewer: 1 year 
ago, following requests from [church] parishes, ve presented 106 applications; 
we have been given 21 permits. Many of these applications were made previously 
by the then Cardinal Wojtyla, more than 10 years ago, and the list is headed by 
applications dated 1957 and 1958.

INCOMPATIBILITY OF RELIGLOUS PRACTICES, COMMUNISM REITERATED

[Text] A photograph received at the editorial staff's office shows Eng Gheorghe 
Huiazi, chief of the cheese factory in the city of Vatra Dornei, Suceava County, 
member of the bureau of the basic organization, participating as a sponsor, with 
candle in hand, in the execution of the entire ritual of a religious wedding cere- 
mony. Moreover, this is not the first time that the head of this unit has been 
present at such manifestations of a religious nature. During the current year 
alone, he was a sponsor three times, each time taking part in the ceremony, in- 
cluding the ritual dance together with the priest of the church. 


Of course, our state guarantees freedom of religion and respects the religious 
beliefs of citizens, but membership in the Communist Party assigns to a party 
member and, especially, a cadre entrusted with leadership functions, the obliga- 
tion of being guided in everyday life and activity by revolutionary ideology, by 
the scientific outlook of dialectical and historical materialsm, affirming himself 
as an active propagandist of the programmatic principles of our party. 


The members of the bureau of the basic organization and the other party members 

have known that Gheorghe Huizai has been paying a heavy tribute to mystical prec- 
tices and that in his everyday life he does not appear to be a man with progressive 
views but an element still under the powerful influence of retrograde ideas. Never- 
theless, in the course of individual discussions, the general meeting treating the 
conclusions of individual discussions or on no other occasion, has be been told 

that bis attitude and behavior are in flagrant contradiction with the code of ethics 
of the communist and with the ideological principles of our party. 


It is also regrettable that the Vatra Dornei city party committee did not make note 
of the fact that a leader of an economic unit was spending a good part of his free 
time in religious establishments. 


The intervention of the secretariat of the Suceava County Party Committee was neces- 
sary for the bureau of the city party committee to discuss the actions of Gheorghe 
Huizai, to punish him with a “vote of censure" and to expel him from the bureau of 
the basic organization. Also, this case was taken up by the entire activ of the 
party and made known to all party memembers. 














Numerous party members in Vatra Dornei ask if a person who participates frequently 
in religious rituals can atill hold the position of head of a work collective since, 
as they say, the head of a unit is called upon to concern himself not only with the 
fulfillment of che production plan but aleo with the intellectual development of the 
cadres, with the formation and moulding of their political awareness, and with the 
communist education. It is hard to believe that a leader with such a mentality will 
be able to properly handle the educational tasks which are assigned to hin.

NATLONAL, UNIVERSAL FACTORS IN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS DISCUSSED 
Bucharest LUCEAFARUL in Romanian 13 Dec 80 pp 1, 6

[Text] One of the most current theoretical problems of the modern social and nation- 
al liberation revolutions has offered Romanian historical research a fertile ground 
for investigation in the recent studies and scientific sessions dedicated to the revo- 
lutionary movement in Transylvania led by Horia two centuries ago. The Romanian (ma- 
jority) population then was reduced by foreign (minority) oppression of feudalism to 
an absurd and unjust state through the abusive change of its status as a nation with 
natural legal rights into a social category deprived of its legitimate rights, into 
a typical relationship determined by the exploiters-exploited relationship, from 
which inevitably, historically results the revolutionary situation. In the long his- 
tory of the struggle for the Romanian people's right and liberty, this typical sit- 
uation most times embraced the specific nature of the struggle against pillage and 
foreign invasion (with which the native exploiter often was in a position of complici- 
ty,which was anti-patriotic amd anti-democratic), just as it appears four decades af- 
ter Horia in the revolutionary proclamation of Tudor Vladimirescu and then in the 
documents of the Romanian 48'ers and in others, later, whose echoes reappear in the 
programs of the socialist movement in Romania. 


The oppressed social classes and categories ( primarily the proletariat from the cit- 
ies and villages and in action) are the determining factor in the crucial social- 
political changes recorded by modern history; yet one may not maintain without a doubt 
the preeminence of the class om the nation without arriving at an express ignoring 
of the national phenomenon, as some dogmatic ideologists proceeded, seizing upon the 
fact thet Marx did not give a precise definition to the nation, with his merely indi- 
cating, through synonyms, other social-political and economic realities as "country," 
"state," “leading class" or “society” itself. 


In the same way we could determine that the appearance and historical devel pment 
of national liberation movements in our century also changed the theoretical infor- 
mation of the national problem proving that national liberation is not necessarily 
the result of social liberation and that sometimes it is the very condition for it. 
The world history of the century also shows that in many of the well-known interna- 
tional conflicts (regardless of the social system in the countries concerned, some- 
times even ‘socialist countries"), the awareness of national identity was demonstra- 
ted with a pronounced influence on class awareness. The theory of class struggle— 
worked out a century before during the incipient stage--must be studied thoroughly 
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and substantiated on the basis of the argumencs offered by the new internal and 
international structures of modern society. 


Does the worker have a country [|patria}’ The initial formula has been distorted. 
The imitators of wicreative Marxism too long have perpetrated another theory ac- 
cording to which, by still accepting nations as such, they categorize them according 
to the criterion of size and material power, pushing the biggest ones to inte- 
grate the other smaller or dispersed ones ("remnants of the big peoples"), consid- 
ered incapable of liberating themselves by themselves, arriving at an apology for 
colonialism in the last century ("through the conquest of India , the English in- 
troduced the greatest social revolution which Asia had ever seen"). Similar eval- 
uations also have been wade for other European ewpires, which invaded terrotires of 
the smller countries. Romanian socialists from all over the country saluted with 
justifiable patriotism the achievement of the united Rowanian national state in 1918. 
The country of our workers thus was called Romania. In the interview he gave to L'I'NITA 
several years ago, Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu, RCP secretary general, added: "It ts 
true that we long have criticized some old theses—which the Comintern itself, when 
it existed, also criticized--according to which Romania was a multinational state. 
This thesis did not correspond to reality and did not take into account that estab- 
lishment of the umited Romanian national state was an objective need for Romania's 
development, a matter which Marx and then Lenin, even in 1914, spoke.” 


The Marxist theoretical inheritance regarding the relationship between the class and 
the national character also is the main departure point for developing the concept 
regarding national-international relationship. The absence of a finalized and uni- 
versally valid Marxist concept in current politology still accentuates the complexity 
of the problem today, particularly where internationalism is conceptualized into 
ahistoric hermeneutics which contributes to deepening the complexity of the world 
framework. 





A decisive role in approsching all these problem: is played by the force and exper- 
fence of the socialist and worker movement. For that reason internationalism must 
be achieved in a new way, that is, proceeding from a recognition of the diversities, 
accepting the possibility of trying different experiences, the right of each country 
to choose its fate by itself, because “internationalism” cannot be, of course, a 
simple mechanical adding of national interests but neither an abstract concept bevond 
the specific interests of the working class in each country and all countries, the 
converging interests in mutual respect for national sovereignty and in promoting col- 
laboration and friendship among peoples. 


Antagonistic contradictions do not exist in the odyssey of the idea for the person 
who truly believes in the destiny of peace and liberty for »~ankind between "national" 
and “universal.” Basic contradictions have existed and do eaist, such as the ones 
between serfs and feudal lords, between the exploited proletariat and the exploi- 
ting patrons, between monopolies and the entire nation or between the “multinational” 
trusts and workers from all the countries in which those trusts take action. In the 
last cvuses the national problem borrows other dimensions tnvolved in the defining 
features of the modern advanced societies and we can decipher the prospects for their 
historical development at various levels: economic and technical-organi zational,so- 
cial-political, ideological and so forth. 
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In the so-called doctrine of convergence which mixes similar but also contradic- 

tory theories, from J. K. Galbraith to M,. Duverger, in style today, as well as 

others caused, in particular, by the uncertainty of relations between the two svs- 
tems within the new scientific-technical revolution, the energy crisis and so forth, 
the evolution of the rela ionship between national and international is not clari- 
fied but pushes coward new and serious confusion through the ambiguity and diversity 
of the solutions planned for the future society, threatened more and more clearly by 
aggravation of “global polarization" in several zones of supernational influence, by 
the danger of redividing the world according to criteria in which "the disappearance 
of the state and of the nation” does not even provide at least a theoretical guaran- 
tee for world peace in the texts of the classics of scientific socialism but precise- 
ly the contrary. If we were to reduce the sphere of all reasoning to the "freely 
agreed upon” fatalism of the blocs and the big protectorate, implicitly we would reach 
the solution of the problems by eliminating them, the move above basic social-his- 
torical realities with political-economic and even military roller, minorization of 
national cults (of course, of the "small nations"), isolation of the ideas (disturbing) 
of equality, liberty and humanity and spokesmen for them. 


A continent where the worker movement, Marxist theory and the first socialist revolu- 
tion appeared, Europe is concerned with this process of bipolarism, of alienation of 
the theory of world convergence, including the theory of the hierarchical relation- 
ship between national and international (which revolutionary practice during a revo- 
lutionary period had justified with a view to the “immediate world socialist revolu- 
tion”). 


Proceeding from Marx’ well-known premise that “only a free nation can fulfill its in- 
ternationalist obligations,” it becomes clear that a hierarchical system of relations 
does not consolidate the international in the system of the national-international 
relationship but, on the contrary, it favors and strengthens the nationalist and hege- 
moriet trends and reintroduces us to some unrealistic and outdated conclusions or those 
headed ‘or a sad future. 


The working class’ historical vocation of solidarity cannot be translated in terms 
of linear functions and directions and a mechanically directed relationship but it 
requires respect for the objective differences of interest hetween the countries and 
peoples and the internal and foreign contradictions founded on them; coordination of 
these interests with the class solidarity and awareness can only be achieved on 


the basis of the well-known principles of equality and independence because the disap- 
pearance of the nation eiso fs an act of the disappearance of the class. 
m ere ,cuceace of political history and the social-economic and cultural history 


of Europe and the world, the interpenetration of the history of one people with that 
of other peoples, the dialectical relationship between national and wniversal historv 
are ceverel cf the tdeas accepted today by the majority of historians and po.itical 
sclenticts from all countries, just as the role of social class, popular masses, in 


veterminiog the ast.ons historical destiny, has gained a sure priority in the his- 
torioerepiyv of the iast decade. In this context , the fact that the RCP secretarv 
general pointed out and stressed the role of the nation as “a powerful factor of pro- 
gress and civilization in the modern world" is an extremely timely current theor tical 


contribution co the classic definition of the nation and to the concept at its center 
at this decisive point for understanding the ethnic universe which is expanding in some 
= of the world and for the new internationalism and the struggle for peace in a 
world wi ich its unprecedented in tension and change.

Bucharest BULETINUL OFICIAL in Romanian Part I No 96, 3 Nov 80 pp 1-15 
ate < tes No 57 of 1968 on Organisation and Operation of the People's 


[Text] Section I: General Provisions 





Article 1. The people's councils are local organs of the state power, elected by 
universal, equal, direct and secret ballot, through which the people exercise the 
state power in the counties, Bucharest municipality and its districts, and the oth- 
er municipalities, cities and communes, 





In carrying out the constitutional provisions, according to which the people's pow- 
er is based upon the worker-peasant alliance, the people's councils provide for de- 
velopment and consolidation of the unity of the working class, peasantry, intelli- 
gentsia and all workers regardless of nationality. 


The people's councils whole activity is based upon worker self-management and econo- 
mic-financial self-administration, and it serves the ends of consolidation of the 
socialist order, promotion of the principles of socialism in all communities of Ro- 
mania, good management of material and manpower resources, development of the pro- 
ductive forces and diversification of local economies, further enhancement of the 
people's material and cultural welfare, freedom and dignity of the individual, 
all-around development of the personality, and consistent promotion of socialist 
ethics and justice. 


The people's councils make an extensive effort to indo. irinate the masses in the 
spirit of devotion to the fatherland and the causes of socialism, socialist inter- 
nationalism, and solidarity with workers everywhere. 


Article 2. The people's councils conduct their activity under the leadership of 
the RG, the leading political force of all society. 


#Taw Wo 57 of 1968, as modified and supplemented by Law No 5 of 1976, Law No 21 of 
1979, and Law No 3 of 1980, is amended on the basis of Article 2 of Law No 3 of 17 
October 1980, published in BULETINUL OFICIAL Part I No 89, 22 October 1980, with 
new mumbers of the sections and articles. 
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Article 3. The people's councils are organized and operate on the principle of de- 
mocratic centralism, the basic principle on which all state activity in Romania is 
organized. 


The people's councils promote the principle of collective labor and management on 
the local level in economic, social and state activity. 


The people's councils solve local problems in accordance with the general interests 
of the nation. It is their basic duty to enforce the Constitution and the laws of 
the land, to witastand any tendencies to disregard the legal provisions, and to act 
on behalf of knowledge and observance of the laws, consolidation of socialist legal- 
ity, and elimination of bureaucracy and superficiality. 


The people's councils exercise control over all activities in the territorial- 
administrative units wherein they are elected, in order to establish the spirit of 
labor discipline and responsibility, revolutionary militance, and prompt solicitude 
in resolving the citizens' requests and suggestions. 


Article 4. The people's councils' activity is based on the principles of socialist 
democracy, providing for direct participation of all citizens regardless of nation- 
ality, race, sex or religion in local discussion of state end public affairs and in 
implementing the adopted decisions and measures. 


The people's councils submit the main problems of socioeconomic development of cam 
munities to the citisens' assemblies for discussion and report to them periodically 
on the activity performed. 


It is the duty of the people's councils to organise half-yearly citizens' assemblies 
at which the mayors of the commnes, cities and municipalities as well as the chair~- 
men of the executive committees of the county people's councils will report on the 
adopted decisions, prompt and proper performance of municipal services, provision 
for public supply, maintenance and management of the housing reserve, assignment of 
housing according to law, and resolution of suggestions, notices and complaints, 
informing public opinion of the implementation of the adopted decisions and mea- 
sures. 





Citizens' assemblies will be orgarized for cormmnes, cities and municipalities or 
counties as follows: 


2. 3eneral citizens' assemblies are organized in communes, and village as- 
semolies are organized in the larger communes. 


». In cities and municipalities citizens' assemblies are organized for dis- 
tricts and are attended by the deputies, permanent commissions, citizens' - ommit- 
tees, tenants associations and representatives of workers in enterprises amd oth- 
er economic and social units. 


ce in counties citizens' assemblies are attended by the deputies, permanent 
commissions, mayors of communes, cities and mnicipalities, and representatives of 
workers in enterprises and other economic and social units and citizens of mmnici- 
palities, cities and communes within the county. The citizens' representatives 
are appointed by the citizens' committees and announced to the people's council 
at least 10 days before the date the assembly is held. 
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At the assemblies the citisens have the righ’ to ask questions, request explana- 
tions of any problems, take part in discussions and make sug estions, 


The committees and executive bureaus of the people's councils are required to noti-g 
fy the public at least 3 days in advance of the dates on which citisens' assemblies 
are held. 


Article 5. The people's councils are required to keep the citizens informed, 
throught the press, notices, radio transmitters and other mase information media, 

of the activity performed and the decisions adopted concerming the socioeconomic 
development of the territorial-adminis*rative units in which they are elected and 
Concerning their other tasks for the good management ana administration of the com 
munities and for solution of the problems affecting the citisens’ lives and activity. 


Article 6. In the exercise of all their functions the people's councils apply the 
principles of worker self-management and economic-financial self-administration and 
provide for the most effective use of the material and financial resources entrust- 
ed them, further development and good management of the cammmnities, growth of 
their incomes, and self-financing of the commines, cities and counties on that ba- 
sis, all in accordance with the provisions of the economic-financial mechanism. 


Article 7. The people's councils consolidate ana develop ties with the local organs 
of the Socialist Democracy and nity Front in order to encourage the work- 
ers in implementation of the plan tasks and programs for economic and social- 
cultural development of the territorial-administrative units and in the effort to- 
ward systeratization and good management of the municipalities, ciiies and commnes. 





The people's councils consolidate ties with the mass ani public organisations and 
help them perform their tasks, 


Article 5, The people's councils implement the party's and state's national Marxist- 
Leninist pclicy on the local level, asswring all citisens of Milly equal rights re- 
gardless -f nationality in all economic, politica’, legal, social and cultural acti- 
vities. 


In territorial-administrative units inhabited oy populations other than Romanian 
ones, workers of those nationalities are also clected to the local organs of the 
state power and those of the state administration. The local organs use the lan- 
guage of the respective nationality orally and in writing and hire personnel from 
its ranks or other citizens who know the local population's language and way of life. 


Article 9. The people's councils have considerable aute-"y in their exercise of 
state power on the local level, They conduct amd are -espomsidle for all local ac- 
tivity of the state and provide for the planned, all-around, economic, social-cultu- 
ral and municipal development of the territoriai-administrative unite wherein they 
are elected as well as the protection of socialist property. 


The people's councils organize, direct ami control all activity for planned socio- 

economic development in the territorial-administrative units wherein they are elec- 
ted and are directly responsible for implementation of the local socioeconomic plan 
and the local budget. They check intensive use of production capacities, recruit- 

ment and proper assigrment of the labor force, and scientific organization of pro- 

duction and labor. They act on behalf of complete fulfillment of plan tasks by all 
economic umits regardless of their affiliation.

The people's councils organise implementation of the town-planning program in order 
to provide for development of the municipalities, cities and commines as comlete 
terri torial-administrative unite, 


The people's councile provide for protection of citizens' rights and maintenance of 
public order, 


Article 10, The people's councils analyse local economic and social-cul tural pro- 
blema and those of national significance within the territorial-administrative units 
wherein they are elected. They resolve them or make recommendations to the compe- 
tent organs for their solution, as the case may be, and help in preparing the appro- 
priate measures. 





The State Council will be notified if the opinion of any central organ on the solu- 
tion of ary problems of national signiiicance concerning state activity on the local 
level differs from that of the county or Bucharest municipal people's council, 


Article 1). The people's councils jointly with the state organs, economic units 
and social-cultural institutions not under them examine and resolve all common pro- 
blems concerning the all-around development of the counties, Bucharest municipality 
ami ite districts, municipalities, cities and commmnes, 


Article 12. The people's councils are responsible for all activity on behalf of 
agricultural production, rational and efficient use of the land reserve, and growth 
of crop and livestock production. They control and support the activity of the 
state and cooperative agricultural unite and that of the private farms in the terri- 
torlal-administrative units wherein they are elected and take appropriate measures. 


The people's councils are responsible for the regular supply and good service of the 
public, to which end they provide control and uniform guidance of the entire state 
and cooperative network for services and sales of products. 


Articie 13. The people's councils make decisions in the exercise of their functions 
and according to law, 


The people's councils’ decisions are binding in the territorial administrative units 
wherein they are elected. 


Article l.. juidance ani general control of the people's councils' activity are ex- 
erc' ee’ oy the Grand National Assembly. 


Between sessions of the Grand National Assembly the activity of the people's coun- 
clls is directed and controlled by the State Council. 


The people's ce.ncils direct and control the activity of the subordinate people's 
councils. 


In the ervercise of control, the higher organs of the state power have the right to 
arm] illeral acts of the organs under then. 


Article 15. “he county people's councils, those of Bucharest municipality and its 
districts, and the municipal ones elect executive committees while the city and com 
mumal people's councils elect executive bureaus from the ranks of their deputies. 
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Article 16. The executive commu.ttees or exec\tive bureaus as the case may be are lo- 
cal organs of the state daministration with general conpetence in the territorial- 
administrative units wherein they operate. They are subordinate to the people's 
councils that elected them and to the higher people's councils and their executive 
committees or bureaus as the case may be, 


Article 17. The activity of the executive committees and bureaus of the people's 
councils is directed and controlled by the Council of Ministers. 


The executive committees and bueaus of the people's councils direct, guide and com 
trol the activity of the lower executive canmittees and bureaus, 


Section II: People's Councils' Role in Socioeconomic Development of Territorial- 
Administrative Units 


Article 18. The people's councils coordinate all activity for socioeconomic devel- 
opment in counties, municipalities, cities and commnes on the principle of worker 
self-management and economic-financial self-administration. They provide for direct 
participation of all citizens, regardless of nationality and as owners, producers 
and beneficiaries, in the implementation of the party's and estate's policy of hare 
monious, all-around development of all counties and communities. 


Article 19, To accomplish their particwar tasks in the economic, social-cultural 
and municipal development of the counties and communities, the people's councils 
must base their entire activity upon continuing consolidation of their contacts with 
the citizens, upon extensive consultation of them, anc upon encouragement of the in- 
itiative and direct and responsible participation of every mtisen in implementation 
of the general program for building the fully developea socialist society and for 
Romania's advance toward communism, 


Article 20, According to the provisions of the Jniforw Netional Plan for Socioeco- 
nomic Development, the people's councils are responsible for preparing and implement- 
ing the plans for regional socioeconomic development. They organise, direct and 
control fulfillment of plan tasks by all economic unite regardless of their affilia- 
tion. 


The people's councils take steps to develop industry, agriculture, transportation, 
services and the other economic sectors ami to fully exploit local resources, help- 
ing to enhance the entire nation's economic potential and to further improve the 
quality of life of all Romanian citizens. 


Article 21. The people's councils are required to une firm measures to reduce pro- 
duction costs, increase labor productivity, introduce ao st:i-* regime of economy, 

and use the material resources economically. To this end they take steps to reduce 
the inputs of materials, fuels and energy, tw employ reuseble and recoverable mater- 
ials, and to intensify exploitation of all resources of local raw materials and ma- 


terials. 


Article 22. The people's councils are responsible according to law for direction 
and coordination of all activity of small-scale industry as an integral part of the 
socialist econory, for proper organization of the activity of the production and 
service units regardless of their affiliation, for efficient use of material resour- 
ces and manpower, and for tne best satisfaction of the public's demands for goods 
and services. 
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For purposes of developing small industry, the people's councils take steps to in- 
clude the surplus labor force in production and service activity throughout the year. 


The people's councils also take measures to collect and exploit in small industry all 
available local material resources, reusable raw materials and materials, parts and 
subassemblies resulting from dismantled fixed assets, worn consumer durables and 
personal articles, metal resources, chemical products, wood materials, textiles and 
leather goods, residual agricultural food substances resulting from processes of 
production or consumption, et al. 


Article 23. The people's councils provide for uniform management of all agriculture 

in the territorial-adrinistrative unite wherein they are elected in order to increase 
agricultural production and agriculture's contribution to national economic develop- 

ment and the public's living standard, 


The people's councils take measures and are responsible for protection, preservation, 
improvement and complete and efficient use of the soil, the chief means of agricul- 
tural production, and for cultivation of all lands in the state and cooperative sec- 
tor and private farms. 


Article 4. The people's councils provide for development of animal husbandry to 
meet the public's heightened consumer demands and industry's raw material require- 
ments. They take measures for good management of the entire area occupied by natu- 
ral pastures, using the whole existing potential for further development of sootech- 
nology. 


Article 25, “he people's councils are responsible for complete satisfaction of con- 
sumer recuirements for fresh fruits, vegetable and potatoes for as long a period of 
the year as possible, for stockpiling reserves for fall and winter and supplying 
industry with preserved raw materials, and for creating surpluses for export. 


Article 25. In order to enhance the private farms' contribution to greater crop 
and livestock production and to meet their own consumer needs with meat and other 
livestock products, the people's councils see that all rura)] and urban inhabitante 
holding arricultural lands cultivate them and raise livestock including poultry. 


The communal, city and municipal people's councils will draft programs for raising 
livestock including poultry for every farm within their terri torial-administrative 
jurisdictions. They will wake measures for increased production on the areas desig- 
mated for * - iter base and on natural pastures and hayfields, and for harvesting, 
storing and preserving the entire output of fodders, providing for its proper use 
80 that every farm can meet its obligation to raise livestock including poultry. 


The musber of livestock including poultry that can be raised by each faim .or its 
own needs, i r the market, contracting or procurement is unlind ted. 


The communal, city and municipal people's councils will include specific tasks for 
each “arm in the programs on the basis of extensive consultation of the citizens, 
specify' oe the mumber of livestock including poultry as well as the output and de- 
liveries of livestock products to the state reserve in correlation with the tasks 
for socioeconomic development of the territorial-administrative unit. In the sare 
way they will specify the tasks for cultivating all areas and planting fruit trees 
and “rui t-bearing :hrubs as well as the output to be obtained and the deliveries 
of vegetables, potatoes, fruits and other products to the state reserve. 
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Article 27. The people's councils are responsible, in accordance with the plan 
tasks, for securing the resources needed to form the state reserve of bread grains, 
vegetables, fruits, livestock, poultry, milk, eggs and the other crop and livestock 
food products, and for covering the public's own consumer requirements in their ju- 
riedictions,. 


Article 25. The people's councils are responsible according to the legal provisions 
for the good management of the forests under local administration, for performance 
of the apecified forest improvement operations (local surseries, afforestation pro- 
jects, restoration and protection, and care of the stands), for the safety of the 
forests, and for exploitation of the timber. 


Article 29. The people's councils are responsibie and provide for the regular sup- 
ply of and good service to the public, development and diversification of the assort- 
ment of products and services, improvement of their quality, good organisation and 
supply of the agricultural food markets, and expansion end modernisation of the 
trade and public catering networks and the service unite in ooth cities and villages, 
in close correlation with the public's demands. 





The people's councils are required to organize and control trade and service activity, 
to provide for proper geographic distribution of the trade and service unite and 

the stock in trade among commmities and t ade systems, end to control and support 
the activity of the restaurant-canteens ed the establishment, according to law, of 
additional units for the proper exploitauion of the resources and the adequate sup- 
ply of the restaurant-canteens. 


The people's councils are responsible for observance of the legal regulations for 
setting prices and rates for the producte and services under heir jurisdiction, 

and aleo for charging the maximum prices on the market price iiot, within the limite 
of which the producers sell their producte on the farmers’ markev, and the maximum 
rates for services r°ndered to the public by artisans or other private tradegmen. 


Article 30. For purposes of municipal development of urban and rura] commnities, 
the people's councils are responsible for the proper organization and operation of 
public transportation, maintenance of water-supply, sewerage and heating networks, 
modernization and mairtenance of roads and streets, sanitation of the communities, 
and for other town-planning and municipal services. 


The people's councils provide for complete implementation of the housing constructi- 
on plan, with strict observance of town planting, construction of a suitable quality, 
and proper maintenance and administration of tne housing reserve. 


The people's councils take measures to enhance the citi ens' contribution to the so- 
lution of problems of modernization, good management and embellishment of municipal- 
ities, cities and comwnes and to the implementation of projects for roads, straight- 
ering river beds, reinforcing banks of rivers, water supply and sewerage systems, 
improvements of parks, green spaces, childrens' playgrounds and simple sports cen- 
ters and crounds, and other such projects. 


Article 31. The people's councils take measures according to lew for environmental 
protection, control the socialist units' implementation of the assigned measures, 
ami use the investment funds allocated to protection ana provement of the environ- 
mental factors. 
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Article 32. The people's councils are responsible according to law for meeting the 

water requirements of the public and the economy, exploitation of new water sources, 

rational use of waters and their protection against exhaustion and pollution, and 

pe for regulation and maintenance of local waters and their protection against 
oods,. 


Article 33. The people's councils are responsible according to law for regular use 
of the traffic arteries, for their modernization, maintenance and repair, for clean- 
ing the streets, and for preservation and maintenance of techrical-municipal and ci- 
vie facilities, traffic signals ami plantings, and they engage the community resi- 
dents in these actions, 


Article 34. The people's councils provide guidance of all poli tical-educational 

and cultural activity conducted in the institutions of education and culture, schools, 
cultural clubs and other units and provide for good organization of the Natiova. 
Cintarea Romaniel Festival and other cultural-educational activities, for purpos:s 

of constant improverent of the citisens' socialist awareness and of the formation 

of the new man as the builder of socialist and communist society in Romania. 


Article 35. The people's councils provide for guidance, control and coordination 
of education in the territorial-administrative units wherein they are elected, for 
purposes of the good orgardzation and conduct of the educational-instructive pro- 
cess, development and proper use of the material base, and the teachers' greater re- 
sponsibility for constant improvement of the young generation's preparation for life 
and work in keeping with society's requirements. They will also take steps for the 
manufacture of industrial products, especially consumer goods, in the course of the 
practical activity in schools and high schools. 


Article 376. The people's councils are responsible for completion of their tasks on 
behalf of public health and social aid, for development and modernization of the 
health units and efficient use of the technical-material base, and for assignment 
and proper use of medical-health personnel, for purposes of preventing and curbing 
diseases and further improvement of the entire population's state of health. 


Article 37. The people's councils are required to provide for knowledge and strict 
application of the party's decisions and the state's laws on the part of all citi- 
zens, consolidation of public order and discipline, and protection of public proper- 
ty and the citizens' peace and property. 


The local rilitie organs and other organs with such duties will report periodically 
© the peop.e's councils on the performance of their legal functions. 


Article 35. For consistent application of the new economic-financial mechanism to 
local socioeconomic activity and to provide for the self-financing of the c mmunes, 
cities, municipalities and counties, the people's councils are required to take mea- 
sures “or the good management and use of the material and financial resources en- 
trusted them and the contiming growth of the local budget's own incames through 
further development of small industry, services and social-cultural, communal civic 
and other economic activities and also through the citizens' participation in the 
formation of the communities’ own incomes, according to the legal provisions and 

in the spirit of socialist ethics and justice. 
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It ie the people's counclis' responsibility w see thal every economic unit operates 
profitably, to increase the profits and tighten the reine of economy in all produc- 
tive and soclal-cultural units, and to develop all sources of increased incomes in 
their territories and make good use of them for com ete Laplementation of the re- 
gional plan, the local budgets and the budgets of ‘noones and outlays of all subor- 
dinate unite, 


Article 39, The people's councils are required to exploit the energy, creative 
ability and imtiative of all workers in she course of edopting and implementing de- 
cisions and to carefully and promptly reso’ve a1) questions raised by citisens so 
that their entire activity will be close] lated *o the public's real needs and 
accordingly reflect the workers' aspirati- nd intereste in building the fully de- 
veloped socialist society. 


The people's councils are required to submit the regional plans, the budgets of in- 
comes an! outlays of the communities and all major problems of their development to 
the citizens' assemblies for discussion, ind to present reports on the activity 
performed, 


Article 4O. ‘The provisions of this section apply correspondingly to the activity of 
the executive cammdttees and bureaus of the people's councils. 


Section III: Tne People's Councils 
Part I: Functions 


Article ul. The people's councils mule according te jaw on all state problems on 
the local level and perform the following main functions: 


a. They ratify the regional plans for socioeconomic development on the ba- 
sis of the tasks flowing from the Uniform National Plan. 


b, They approve the local budget amd Lhe account at the close of the budget- 
ary year. They set the local taxes and ‘6es. 


c, They rule on probleme concerning the local socioeconomic plan and local 
budget and are responsible for their implementation. ‘They check the implementation 
of the regional plan for socioeconomic development. They rule on problems of regi- 
onal and community systenatization, concentration of economic capacities, implemen- 
tation of investment projects, development of smail industry, growth of agricultur- 
al production, use of the land reserve, waver » a ment anc operations to regulate 
the hydrographic basins, development of forestry, manarvemc” of forests and commn- 
al pastures, communal management and housing admirds ra con, ecvirommental protec- 
tion, conduct of trade and services, developwen® of educational, cultural, health 
and social aid activities, and implementation of nationsi defense tasks. 


d, They elect and recall the executive committees and bureaus or any of 
their members. 


e, They determine the number of permanent commissions, elect and recall 
their members, and direct, guide and control their acvivity. 
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f. They examine the suggestions made at the citizens’ assemblies and rule on 
the way they are to be resolved, 


g. They rule according to law on the recall of deputies on the basis of the 
recommendations of the local councils of the Socialist Democracy and Unity 
Front. Upon consultation of the latter, they approve upon request the termination 
of a deputy's mandate before the expiration of the people's council's mandate. 


h. They found, according to law, economic units and institutions of educati- 
on, socialist culture and education, and health, as well as those for local problem 
of labor and social welfare. 


i. They organise the staff of the executive committee or bureau as well as 
the specialized local organs of the state administration, appointing and recalling 
their chiefs with the agreement of the higher specialized organs of the state admin- 
istration. They appoint and recall the chiefs of the local militia organs with the 
agreement of their higher organs. 


j. They direct, guide and control the activity of the executive committees 
or bureaus. 


k. They organize and coordinate the whole effort to publicise the party's 
decisions and the laws of the state and to make them known and understood by the ci- 
tizens so that they will act in accordance with their provisions. "o this end they 
draft special programs and ensure the application and observance of the party's de- 
cisions, the laws and decrees, and their own decisions by their staffs and their 
subordinate organs and units, and they periodically analyze the way they are imple- 
mented, 

1. They take steps to carry out the decisions of the congress, the Legisla- 
tive Chamber and the conferences of the people's councils and the decisions of the 
higher people's councils. 


m. They direct, guide and control the activity of the specialized local or- 
gans of the state administration ami that of the subordinate economic units and so- 
Cial-cultural institutions. They examine their activity andi determine measures to 
improve their work. 


n. They perform any other functions provided by law. 


Avticls .°. Tn addition to the functions specified in Article 41, the people's 
councils also have the following particular functions: 


l. The county people's councils elect and recall the chairmen and judges of 
the county tribunal, the judges of the county courts, and the chief prosecuors of 
the county prosecutor's offices. The electing is done at the first session of the 
people's council after its constituent session, on the recommendation of the Minis- 
try of Justice or the prosecutor general. Those elected serve until new elections 
of judges and chief prosecutors are held, Recalling is done on the recommendation 
of the Ministry of Justice or the prosecutor general as the case may be. The coun- 
ty people's councils hear reports by the chairmen of the county tribunals and the 
chief prosecutors of the county prosecutor's offices, and they elect and recall the 
people's assessors. 
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2. The minicipal, city and communal people's councils: 


a. Adopt decisions on the all-around development of the msunicipali- 
ties, cities and commnes. The decisions of the municipal and city people's coun- 
cils are binding within both the municipalities or cities as the case my be and 
the affiliated cities or suburban communes. 


b. They elect one village delegate to the people's council for each 
village composing @ commune, except the commune seat, and for each village belong- 
ing to a municipality or city. 


c. They elect according to law the members of the trial commissions 
under their executive committees or bureaus and hear annual reports on their 
activity. 


Part II: Gomposition and Formation of the People's Counciis 
Article 43. The people's councils are composed of deputies elected for the electo- 
ral districts, one deputy per district, from the citizens with the right to vote 
who have reached ?3 years of age, regardless of mationality, race, sex or religion. 
Article 4. The term of the county and Bucharest minicipal people's councils is 
for 5 years, and that of the municipal, Bucharest district, city and communal peo- 
ple's councils is for ?§ years. 
The mandate ceases on the date of the elections for the sew people's council. 
Article 4S. The newly elected people's council is convened in ite first session by 
by the executive committee or bureau of the people's council whose mandate has ex- 
pired, within 30 days of the date the preceding people's council's mandate ceases. 
Until a chairman is elected, the first session is chaired by the oldest deputy. 


The senior chairman is assisted in the performance of hie functions by two deputies 
elected by the people's council at his recommendation. 


In its first session the people's council checks the legality of each deputy's elec- 
tion and validates or annuls it. 


To check the legality of the deputies’ elections, the people's council elects a val- 
idating commission of 3-9 members from the depu’ies for the duration of its mandate. 


After the elections have been validated, the deputies taxe We oath of Mdelity and 
loyalty to the Socialist Republic of Romania. 


After the oath is taken, the people's council elects 4 presidium of 3-9 members 
from the deputies to conduct the proceedings of the session. 


The people's council elects the executive committee or bureau as the case may be 
from the deputies. The election is according to functions. 


After the election of the executive committee or bureau, ite members take the oath 
of fidelity and loyalty to the Socialist Republic of Romania. 
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The people's council determines the number and composition of the permanent comms- 
sions according to sectors and fields of activity and in keeping with the local cha- 
racteristics and requirements, and it elects their members from the deputies. 


Part II: Operation of the People's Councils 


Article 46. The people's councils work in sessions. The session is the form in 
which the people's council exercises the state power democratically on the local le- 
vel and the main way in which the deputies carry out the voters' mandate. 


The people's councils sessions are held once every 3 months. They are convened by 
decisions of the executive committees or bureaus. Ordinary sessions are convened 
at least 10 days in advance of the date set for holding then. 


The people's council can be convened in extraordinary sessions whenever necessary 
on the initiative of the executive committee or bureau or at the request of at least 
one-third of the number of deputies. 


The peopie's councils’ sessions are public except when the people's council decides 
otherwise. 


Discussions in the sessions are in the Romamian language. In terri torial-administra- 
tive units also inhabited by a nationality other than Romanian, use of that nation- 
ality's mother tongue is provided for. 


Persons from the managements of ministries and other central organs, economic units, 
state institutions and public orgamisations can be invited to the people's councils’ 
sessions, as well as other persons whose presence is considered helpful. 


Article 47. The people's councils function in the presence of at least one-half 
plus one of the total number of deputies, and the proceedings of the session are 
conmaucted by a presidium of 3-9 members. The presidium elects from its members 
the chairman of the session of the people's council. 


The people's council adopts decisions by open vote, unless the people's council de- 
Cides the vote shall be secret. The decisions are adopted by majority vote of the 
deputies corposing the people's council and are signed by the session chairman. 
Decisions adopted in case of Article L5 Paragraphs 4 and 5 are signed by the sen- 
ior chairman. 


Article uS. The draft agenda of the session is compiled by the executive bureau or 
committee of the people's council and approved by the people's council. 


‘f a problem has been entered in the draft agenda at the request of one or more de- 
puties, or at *he euggestion of a permanent commission, the need of including it 

on the sgenda will >be explained by one of the deputies or the chairman of the per- 
manent commission as the case may be. The problem can be presented after the agenda 
is approved either by those who suggest it or by a member of the executive commt- 
tee or bureau of the people's council. 


Article 49. The discussions are recorded in a record signed by the chairman of the 
session of the people's council. 
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Regulatory and other important decisions of the people's councils are made known to 
the citisens by publication, posting, or any other publicizing medium, In territor- 
ial-administrative units also inhabited by a nationality other than Romanian, the 
citisens are also notified of these decisions in that nationality's mother tongue. 


Section IV: Executive Committees and Executive Bureaus of the People's Councils 


Part I: Functions 


Article 50. The executive committees and bureaus of the people's councils provide, 

in the territorial-administrative units, for execution of the party's decisions, the 
laws, decrees and decisions of the congress, Legislative Chamber and conferences of 

the people's councils, and the decisions of the Council of Ministers, as well as the 
regulatory acts of the ministries and other central organs approved by the Legisla- 

tive Chamber, decisions of the higher people's councils ami those of their executive 
committees or oureaus. 


The executive committees and bureaus organise ani provice for implementation of the 
decisions of the people's councils that elected them and of their own decisions. 


They exercise the rights and fulfill the obligations that the county, municipality, 
Bucharest municipal district, city and commune have as juristic persons. 


Article 51. Between the sessions of the people's councils, their executive comit- 
tees or bureaus also perform the people's councils’ functions, except those speci- 
fied in Article 1) Paragraphs 3 and 4, Article 41 «, >, 4, e, 2 and j, and article 
42 Paragraphs 1 and 2b, and submit their decisions to the people's councils for rae- 
tification in their first session. 





Article 52. [nm addition to the functions specified in Articles 50 and 51, the ex- 
ecutive committees and bureaus of the people's counciis exerci se according to law 
the following main functions and are respontible for their Lnplementation: 


a. They prepare the dreft regional plans for sociceconomic development and 
the draft local budget, submitting them to the respective people's council for appro- 
val. 

b. They assign the tasks of the regional plan for socioeconomic development 
approved by the people's council to the directly subordinate units. They determine 
the measures necessary to accomplish the assigned tasks and are responsible for 
their implementation and that of the local budget. They compile reports on ful- 
fillment of the plan by the subordinate units =» draft the general account at 
the close of the budgetary year and approve according to _.w the transfers of bud- 
getary credits. 


c. They direct, guide and control the activity of the subordinate economic 
unite. They take steps to develop small industry and expand cooperation with the 
enterprises of national significance. They organise exploitation of local resourc- 
es. They provide for expansion of the assortments of goods and increases in consu- 
mer goods, improvement of products and services, anc reduction of the costs and the 
greater profitability of the subordinate economic units. They take steps to make 
Savings andi eliminate any waste in consumption of electric power, fuels and other 
raw materials and materials and to support the program for collecting reusable m- 
terial resources. 
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d. They control according to law the economic activity of the units of na- 
tional significance and help their collective management organs determine the ne- 
cessary measures for complete fulfillment of the plan tasks. 


e. They use the sums collected during the year in excess of the tary 
provisions (including the above-plan profite resulting from internal effort) to oo- 
ver economic outlays and implement social-cultural programs, according to the legal 


provisions. 


f. They orgarise and direct the activity of taxing the taxpayers as well as 
that of collecting the taxes, fees, other budgetary and extrabudgetary incomes and 
the insurance premiums provided by law. 


ge They direct and control the activity of their own staffs, of the special- 
ized local organs of the state administration, and of the subordinate social-cultur- 
al institutions. 


he They provide for preparation of the systematization documentation and 
the technical-economic documentation essential to the construction projects in their 
own plan of investment projects amd capital repairs, as well as the implementation 
of these projects, so that the new housing constructions will be located within com 
pact units harmoniously integrated i: the appearance of each community. They organ- 
ize implementation of investment projects, municipal projects and those for mainten- 
ance and modernization of traffic arteries, electrification of villages, and con 
struction of state-owned and privately owned housing. They provide for quality con- 
trol and discipline in construction and issue the legally required authorizations. 


i. They draft programs for the prompt and proper performance of agricul tur- 
al operations by all holders of agricultural lands and are responsible for their 
completion. They provide for conservation and complete and efficient use of the 
land reserve, application of scientific soning criteria to production and a rati- 
onal crop structure, complete performance of afforestation operations and good man 
agement of the forests under their direct acrinistration, maintenance of natural 
pastures and hayTielis, and development of orchard and vineyard property. 


4, They orgardze processing of agricultural food products and supply and 
service to the public in collaboration with the specialized central organs and the 
local cooperative ones and on the basis of programs. They control trade and service 
activity and observance of the mules of trade. They provide for proper distribution 
of the oro ty reserve among communities and trade systems. They help the arti- 
San 3.4 consumer cooperatives, authorise the operation of cooperative organisations’ 
units, and authorise the artisans' activity. 


x. They set prices and rates for products and services and control -he ap- 
plicetion of the rr ces and rates within the territorial-administrative units, ac- 
comtirg to law. 


.» In collaboration with the specialized central organs, they organize edu- 
cational, cultura. and instructive activity, medical aid to the public, tourism, and 
activity in connection with the labor force, social insurance and social aid. They 
act for constant improvement of working and living conditions and the public welfare. 
They take measures to protect the natural environment and organize maintenance and 
exploi ation of the archival reserve. 
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m They orgarize citizens' participation in local resolution of state and 
public problems. To this end they take steps to organize the citizens' assemblies 
and other forms of mass participation and report to the citisens' assemblies on the 
work of the people's council and the executive committee or bureau. They organise 
citisens' participation in competition among terri torta)-administrative units to 
fulfill the economic, municipal and social-cultural tasks, ani they organize recep- 
tion and resolution of requests, complaints, notices and sugvestions of citizens 
as well as their reception in hearings. 


nm. They examine the suggestions presented by tre cermanent commissions and 
take steps to resolve them promptly but no later than 30 days, notifying the commis- 
Sion that made the suggestions of the measures taken. 


oO. They amalyze, direct and control according to law the activity of the lo- 
Cal militia organs ami the activity to safeguard property and to prevent and extin- 
guish fires. 


pe They help the military organs recruit and enlist citizens subject to ml- 
litary service. They provide for preparations to mobilise the subordinate and local 
enterprises, civil defense, and implementation of their taske in the plan to mobilise 
the national econory. 





r, They help to develop physical education anc sports. They provide for 
maintenance and management of the sports centers umer weir administration and con 
trol the maintenance and management of tie other sports centers. 


s, They perform ary otner functiors vrovidec oy iaw as well as the assign- 
ments of the higher organs. 


Article 53. Sesides the functions speciflea in articies 5O-5°, tne executive com 
mittees and bureaus of the people's councils also nave the following particular 
functions: 


1. The executive comtittees of the county people's councils: 

&. Provide for harmonious development o” tne muricipalities, cities 
and cammunes, their equipment with economic ani social-cultureal constructions and 
techrical-municipal services, and improvement of public transportation. 

b. Approve according to law the modification of the iavestments and 


construction-installation plan among capacities, witrin tne total volume approved 
in the plan for socioeconomic development, wit... ect: ng the activation dates 
specified in the plan. They approve the techni cal-ecor > u. socumentation for in- 
vestment projects in their own plan, as well as the modification of the plan indica- 
tors and tasks due to transfer or acceptance of tasxs specified in the Uniform Nae- 
tional Plan. 


Cc. Approve the centralized plans of incomes and outlays for self- 
financing of activities of units of local affiliation. 


a, Use the bDudgetary reserve made available to them to finance new 
progrars or tasks arising during the year. 
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e. Organise basic administrative control over the activities of sub- 
ordinate economic units and social-cultural institutions, of the executive commt- 
tees or bureaus of the municipal, city and comminal people's councils, and of the 
tenants ' associations, 


f. Organize systematization and construction activity as well as pre- 
paration of the documentation for systematising urban and rural communities, 


ge Issue, after previous consultation of the executive committees or 
bureaus of the municipal, city and communal people's councils, the agreement for lo- 
cation and construction within the counties of the economic unite and social-cultur- 
al institutions of national significance. 


h. Provide for administration, maintenance and exploitation of the 
state-owned housing reserve. 


i. Direct and control activity concerning legal status, guardianship 
and protection of minors as well as the actuarial work done according to law by the 
executive bureaus of the people's councils. They provide the material resources of 
the institutions for protection of minors and social aid under the local organs. 


3. Approve for the subordinate units the plan for scientific research 
and introduction of technical progress, the plan of measures for scientific orgami- 
zation of production and labor, as well as the norms and regulations with technical- 
economic substantiation. They help prepare the state standards for local activities 
and orgarize research, design and introduction of information systems for managing 
the subordinate units. They organise, direct, guide ami control the work of the 
technical-economic council. 


k, They compose draft decrees and initiate draft decisions of the 
Council of Ministers that concern the county. 


l. They publish the people's council's officie1 bulletin. 


2. The executive committees or bureaus of the municipal, city and communal 
people's councils: 


a. Organize the commmunities' municipai-civic development. They pro- 
vide for their saritation, proper operation of public transportation, maintenance of 
the water, sewerace and heating networks, anc improvement of parks, green spaces, 
Loui st atlsactions, and places of recreation and amusement. 


>. Provide for the good management of the state-owned housing reserve. 
The cootrol, direct and suppert the activity of the tenants' associations. 


c. Draft the long-range programs and anmual plans for crops and ani- 
mal husbandry on the private farms. 


4. Organize and manage markets and cattle fairs, providing for their 
proper operation and supply as well as control over sales of goods. 


e. Provide for proper operation of creches, kindergartens, schools, 
health units and cultural-artistic units. 
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f. Perform functions concerning legal status, guardianship and notary 
work as the case may be. 


The executive committees and bureaus of the municipal, city and corwmnal people's 
councils are required to consult the village delegates in all matters concerning the 
villages for which they were elected, 


3. The executive bureaus of the comwnal people's councils: 


a. Provide and are responsible for complete and intensive use of agri- 
cultural lands regardless of the holders according to the crop plans for each farm, 
use of all resources for increasing crop ami livestock production on the state farms, 
agricultural cooperatives and private farms and for enhancing the commune's contribu- 
tion to the formation of the state reserve of crop and livestock products. They 
support the efforts to combat pests and take steps to develop beekeeping, cultiva- 
tion of silkworms and fish, amd other productive activities. 


bd. Organize efforts to combat natural disasters, to consolidate and 
use sloping, eroded and deteriorated lands, to exploit swampy lands, and to develop 
irrigation with local resources. 


e. Organize units for processing agricultural food products and local 
raw materials, for public catering and for services to the public. 


d. Take steps to maintein ami expand the electric networks and the 
sources of the drinking water supply and to secure the hygiene of dwellings. They 
orgamize and provide for the proper operation of the communal baths. 


e. Orgamize and direct activity for public safety ami to prevent and 
extinguish fires. 


f. Provide for working and housing conditions for the specialists as- 
Signed to work in the commune, 


Part IT: Organization ami Operation 


Article Si. The executive committees or bureaus, as the case may be, of the people's 
councils are elected for the entire term of the people's councils. After the peo- 
ple's council's mandate expires, the executive committee or bureau continues to 
function until the new executive committee or bureau is elected. 


Article 55. The executive committees or bureau. of *he people's councils are com 
posed of a chairman, ome or more vice chairmen one of woo on be a first vice chair 
man, and other members whose mumber is determined for eaci category of people's 
councils by decree of the State Council. 


The executive committee or bureau, as the case may De, of the people's council has 
a secretary appointed by the people's council with the agreement of the organ of 
state administration above the executive committee or bureau. 


Article 56. The chairmen of the executive committees ami bureaus of the municipal, 
city and communal people's councils are also the mayors of the municipalities, ci- 
ties and commines at the same time. 























Article 57. The committee or executive bureau of the people's council operates on 
the principle of collective management. 


The executive committee or bureau as a whole and each of ite members are responsible 
to the people's council and also to the executive committee or bureau of the higher 
people's council and the Couneil of Ministers. Each member of the executive commit- 
tee or bureau is responsible both for his own activity and for the entire activity 
of the executive comdttee or bureau to which he belongs. 


Article 55, The executive committee or bureau meets whenever necessary and at least 
once a month, with a quorum of the majority of its members, 


The executive committee or bureau is convened by the chairman at least 2? days before 
the date of the meting. 


Article 59. As arwe the meetings of the executive committees and bureaus are at- 
termed by representatives of the regional councils of trade unions, of the local 
councils of women, and of the local organisation of the Union of Communist Youth, 
by the heads of the specialised local organs of the state administration, and by 
representatives of the county union of agricultural cooperatives or of the agricul- 
tural cooperatives as the case may be, 


Decisions on assignment of housing to enterprises ami other socialist units, supply 
of the public, and other social-cultural problems are made by common agreement of 
the executive committees or bureaus and the regional councils of trade unions. 


Persons from the managements of the ministries, of the other central organs of the 
state administration, of the economic unite and social-cultural institutions, and 

of the public organizations can also be invited to the meetings of the executive 
comm tlees or bureaus, a8 well as other persons whose presence is considered helpful. 


Article 60. ‘The executive committees or bureaus hanmi down decisions, according to 
and in pursuance of the law, by majority vote of their members. The decisions are 
signed by the chairman and countersigned by the secretary of the executive committee 
or bureau. 


Decisions of the executive committees or bureaus are binding in the territorial- 
admirietrative unite wherein the people's councils are elected. 


Ti3e-a? ‘sions of the executive committees or bureaus of the people's councils 
are aruuiled by the organs above then. 


Article ©). The permanent bureau of the executive committee is composed of the 
first ce chairman, the vice chairmen and some members of the executive « mmittees 
of the county, Sicharest municipal, municipel and Bucharest district people's coun- 
Cile o are appointed by the executive committee. 


he chairman of the permanent bureau of the executive committee is the first vice 
chairmar. of the executive committee of the people's council. 


The permanent bureau decides on problems of the executive committee's current acti- 
vity, arc the executive committee is to be informed at ite first meeting of the de 
Cigions adopted. The executive committee controls the permanent bureau's decisions 
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and orders their annulment if it finds that they are iliepgal or unsound, 


The chairman and the other members of the executive committee of the people's coun- 
cil are responsible for strict observance of plan and financial discipline, good ma- 
nagement and efficient use of all material and financial resources, and precise inm- 
plementation of the party's decisions and the laws of the land in the people's coun- 
cil's activity. 


In the execution of the budget, the chairman of the permanent bureau of the execu- 
tive committee of the people's council function as chief accountant of credits. 


Article 62. The executive committee or bureau of the people's council determines 
the functions of the chairman, the first vice chairman, the vice chairmen and the 


secretary. 


Some of the chairman's functions determined by the executive committee or bureau can 
be performed regularly and under the chairman's supervision by the first vice chair- 
man or one of the vice chairmen as the case may be, 


The chairman, first vice chairman, vice chairmen and secretary provide, on the terms 
set by decision of the executive committee or bureau, for coordination, guidance and 
control of the activity of the assigned sections and have the right to give orders 
for purposes of performing their functions. 


The chairman of the executive bureau of the city or communal people's council is the 
chief accountant of credits. 





The secretary of the executive committee or bureau of the people's council regularly 
attenmis the sessions of the council, the meetings of the executive committee or bu- 
reau, and the proceedings of the permanent bureau of the executive committee, with 

a consultative vote. The secretary is required to notify the executive committee or 
bureau if any draft resolutions or decisions do not comform to the legal provisions. 
If the resolution or decision was ratified illegally, the secretary is required to 
notify the higher organ. 


Article 63. Regulatory decisions of the executive commttees or bureaus are made 
known to the public by publication, posting or any other publicising medium. In ter- 
ritorial-administrative units also inhabited by 4 nationality other than 

the citizens are also notified of these decisions in the laguage of that nationality. 


Section V: People's Councils' Permanent and Temporary Commissions. Citisens' Assen 
blies. The Village Delegate 


Part 1: People's Councils' Permanent and Temporary Conmissions 


Article 6. The people's councils elect from the deputies, in the first session 
and for their entire term, permanent commissions organized for the main sectors and 
fields of activity (industry, agriculture, construction, communal management, trade, 
services, education, culture, health etc. as the case my be) according to the lo- 
cal characteristics and requirements. 


The deputies selp to implement the people's councils’ functions through the perman- 
ent commissions. 
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Every permanent commiseion elects ite chairman aml, as the case may be, a vice 
chairman and & secretary as well. 


Article 65. The permanent commissions have the following tasks: 


a. They study problems concerning fulfillment of the plan for developing 
the local econom, and the local budget, as well as other problems concerning the 
verritorial-administrative unit, on the basis of the people's council's decision, 
at the request of the executive committee or bureau, or on their own intiative and 
submit their recommendations. 


b. They control implementation of the plan for developing the local economy, 
the activity of the specialized local organs of the state administration and the in- 
stitutions and economic units under the people's council, ami the way they apply the 
legal provisions, the resolutions of the people's council, amt the decisions of the 
executive committee or bureau, making recommendations to the people's council or 
the executive committee or bureau. 


c. They submit draft resolutions to the people's council on their own initia- 
tive and review the draft resolutions and decisions prepared by the executive com- 
mittee or bureau that are to be submitted to the people's council) for approval or 
ratification. They can present reporte or joint reports on the problems subject to 
the people's council's discussion. They contro] the resolution of workers' letters 
and make recommendations to the people's council or the executive committee or 
bureau, 


Article 66. The permanent commissions of the people's councils meet periodically 
and whenever necessary. 


The permanent commissions enlist the aid of citisens who, by virtue of their special- 
ized training and experience, can help them perform their tasks. They can form work- 
ing collectives headed by a deputy. 


Article 67. The permanent commissions are aided in their work by the executive com 
mittees or bureaus of the people's councils, who create the conditions for fulfill 
ment of their tasks. 


The permanent commissions are responsible to the people's councils who elected then 
for their entire activity and report to them on their fintings and on their entire 
activi ty 


Article 6%. The chairman of the permanent commission attends the meetings of the ex- 
ecutive committee or bureau, the citizens' assemblies, and the meetings of the citi- 
zens’ committees whenever problems in the commission's sector or field of a> tivity 
are urder consideration. 


Artic.e 069. The people's council can elect from the deputies temporary commissions 

to exuvine problems, determining the tasks and methods of each of these commissions. 
Part Il: Citisens' Assemblies 

Article ' >. Citizens’ assemblies are organised so that the citisens can take part 


in discussion of the main problems of the commnities' socioeconomic development. 
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Article 71. The citisens' assemblies perform the following main taska: 


a. They discuss the draft plan for socioeconomic development of the territor- 
ial-administrative unit before it is submitted to the people's council for approval, 
45 well as the planned measures to implement it. They aleo discuss the programs for 
prompt and efficient performance of agricultural operations, the Long-range programs 
and annual plans for stock raising on private farms, the town-planning outlines and 
other matters concerning the communities' socioeconomic development, and the draft 
decisions of the people's council and other regulatory acts, and they make recommen- 
dations to the people's council or the executive committee or bureau as the case 


may be. 


b. They hear and discuss reports on the activity of the people's council and 
the executive committee or bureau. 












c. They hear and discuse the reports of the village delegates to the people's 
counci] on their activity and make recommendations on mtters to be considered in 
the sessions of the people's council or in the metings of the executive committee 
or bureau, ami also on the organisation and implementation of public projects. 


d, They decide according to law on matters of implementation of public pro- 
jects, preparation of the town-planning outlines for the commnities, protection of 
property, and management of the forest reserve and comma) pastures, and also on 
other mtters legally within their competence. 





e. They perform other tasks accorting to law. 


Article 7°, The citisens' assembly is convened half-yearly by the executive commit- 
tee or bureau of the people's council jointly, when appripriete, with the local or- 
gans of the Socialist Democracy am Unity Front. Its proceedings are conducted by 
a presidium which it elects. 


Part ITT: The Village Delegate to the People's Council 


Article 73. The village delegate ie regularly elected fran the people's council's 
deputies. In exceptional cases, he may be elected from other villagers who are not 
deputies on the recommendation of the citisens' assemly. 


The village delegate to the people's council submite the vili ge's particular socio- 
economic problems and the suggestions made in the cititens' assemblies or any other 
suggestions to promote the village's interests to the communal, city or municipal 
people's council or its executive committee or -un:» for discussion. Jointly with 
the deputies from the same village, he checks the imle™....tion of the decisions 
of the people's council, the executive committee or Dureav, and the citizens’ as- 
sem ly. 


The village delegate attenis the sessions of the communal, city or municipal people's 
council and the meetings of ite executive committee or bureau when matters concern- 
ing the village are discussed. 


Article 7. In the performance of his tasks, the village delegate to the people's 
counci} : 








a. Takes steps to apprise the villagers of the laws, as well as the decisions 
of the people's council and the executive bureau or committee, ani organises their 
implementation jointly with the deputies. 


be Concerns himself with the efficiency of economic and social-cultural acti- 
vity within the village as well as the proper organization and operation of public 
protection and maintenance of order in the village. 


Cc. Recommends convening the citizens' assembly to discuss or solve problems 
within its jurisdiction when he deems it necessary. He helps with the organization 
and proper conduct of the citizens' assemblies and takes measures to carry out their 
decisions. 


d. Thecks the resolution, according to law, of the petitions, complaints and 
notices addressed to the people's council and the executive bureau or comr‘ttee. 


e. Presents reports at the citizens' assembly on the activity performed. 
Section VI: Deputies’ Rights and Obligations 


Article 75. The deputies have the right and obligation to participate in the people's 
councils' entire activity, to take part in discussions and approve the decisions. 

They are to make a sustained effort to carry out their mandates and to encourage the 
masses of citizens to implement the party and state policy in the territorial-admin- 
istrative units. 


Article 76. The deputies to the people's councils are required to hold conferences 
with the citizens in the electoral districts wherein they are elected in order to 
consult them upon problems to be discussed in sessions and upon organization and im- 
plementation of public projects, They are also required to report at least quarterly 
on their activity and on that of the people's council to which they belong in assen- 
blies of voters in the electoral district wherein they are elected. 


Article 77. The deputies have the right to be elected to permanent and temporary 
commissions arn to the executive committee or bureau of the people's council, as 
well as the right and obligation to participate in their activities. 


Article 7". The deputies have the right and obligation: 
a. “© appeal to the executive committee or bureau of the people's council 


ana tc “fe Speciaiized local organs of the state administration for help in solving 
problem: of public concern in the electoral districts wherein they are elected. 


b. To question and address comments to the executive committee or >ureau, 
any member thereof, or the heads of the specialized local organs of the state admin- 
istration ana of tne economic units and social-cultural institutions under the peo- 


ple's council concerning their activity. Those questioned or addressed are required 
to reply at the same session, and if they carmot do s0 they are required to reply 
by the next session of the people's council. 


ec. To request and obtain from the executive committee or bureau the infor- 
mation they need to participate in discussions and to prepare their comments. 
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d. To direct the activity of the citizens' committees in the electoral dis- 
tricts wherein they are elected, 


e. To check the resolution of the citisens' requests, complaints, notices 
and suggestions and to notify them of how they are resolved, 


Article 79. The deputies exercise their rights and perform their duties throughout 
the whole term of the people's council to which they are elected. They are responsi- 
ble to the voters for both their own activity and that of the people's council. 

They are also responsible to the people's council for the performance of their as- 


signments . 


The deputy's mandate can cease before the expiration of the term of the people's 
council to which he is elected in case of recall, request, permanent change of resi- 
dence or loss of electoral rights. 


Article 80. In the exercise of his rights and in performance of his duties, the de- 
puty enjoys the protection of the law just as the persons who perform functions in- 
volving exercise of the state authority. 


Section VII: Specialised Local Organs of State Administration 


Article 81. In addition to the executive comaittees or bureaus of the people's 
councils, specialised local organs of the state administration have been organized, 
according to the standards set by the State Council, for uniform implementation of 
party and state policy in the sectors or fields of finance, agriculture, waters, 
trade, tourism, education, socialist indoctrination aml culture, health, labor and 
social welfare. 


Specialized local organs can also be orgamized by law in other sectors or fields of 
activity. Some of them can function as local party and state organs, 


Article 82. The specialized local organs of the stete administration are subordin- 
ate to the people's councils and their executive committees or bureaus. They are 
also subordinate to the specialized local and ceniral orgars. 


The specialized local organs of the state administration are managed, directed and 
controlled by the excutive committees or bureaus of the people's councils for purpo- 
ses of implementing the decisions of the people's councils, the executive committees 
or bureaus, and the Legislative Chamber of the people's Councils. 


The specialized local organs of the state admimstre.ion he'p the executive commit- 
tees or bureaus of the people's councils under those to jiich they are attached to 
resolve special technical problems, 


Article 83. The ministries and other central organs will lend the executive comit- 
tees and bureaus of the people's councils direct aid in solving major problems of 
development of small industry, communal management and activities of construction 
and systematization, services to the public, supply and sales. They will also lend 
them direct aid in developing science and education, public health, and socialist 
indoctrination and culture, in preparing studies on the harmonious economic and so- 
Cial-cultural development of the counties, municipalities, cities and communes, and 
in efficient exploitation of the material and human resources in the territorial-- 
administrative units, for further enhancement of the people's material and cultural 


welfare. 
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The ministries and other central organs are required to help the executive comm t- 
tees and bureaus of the people's councils to solve the special technical problems, 


The Committee on People's Councils' Problems, a party and state organ, directs and 
controls the activities of the people's councils and their executive committees 
and bureaus according to the legal provisions. 


Article 8. The ministries and other central state organs can send the specialised 
local organs technical and special directions in the sectors and fields they manage 
through the executive committees of the county and Bucharest municipal people's 
councils. 


Instructions, orders, regulations an any other regulatory acts of the ministries and 
other central organs concerning local activity are sent to the local state organs 
only after their approval according to law by the Legislative Chamber of the peo- 
ple's councils. 


Article 85. By agreement with the executive committees of the county and Bucharest 
municipal people's councils, the ministries and other central organs compile draft 
regulations governing the operation of the specialized local organs of the local 
state administration, which are subject to discussion and approval by the Legisla- 
tive Chamber of the people's councils, 


Article 86, In the performance of their functions, the specialised local organs of 
the state aduinistration can issue orders. Illegal orders are annulled by the peo- 
ple's councils and their executive committees or bureaus. These orders can be sus- 
pended by ministers or the other managers of the specialized central organs, who are 
required to notify the executive committee of the county or Bucharest municipal peo- 
ple's council of the suspension measure in advance. If there are differences between 
the executive committee of the county or Bucharest municipal people's council and 

the specialized central organ, these differences are resolved by the Council of Min- 
isters. 


The specialized local organs of the state administration can transfer chattels under 
their management between themselves and the units they coordinate and among these 
uni ts. 


They can also transfer chattels up to the value of 30,000 lei to other state units. 
Section TT". Sucharest Municipal and District People's Councils 


Article 87. The Bucharest Municipal People's Council manages and is responsible for 
all local state activity in Bucharest municipality, providing for its all-around de- 
velopment in keeping with its importance as the capital of Romania and a major poli- 
tical, economic, social-cultural, artistic and scientific center. 


Article 35. The decisions of the Bucharest Municipal People's Council and its exe- 
cutive committee are binding on both Bucharest municipality and its suburban communes. 


Article 89. In the districts of Bucharest municipality people's councils operate 
through which the workers exercise the state power in these terri torial-administra- 
tive units. 
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Article 90. The Bucharest Municipal People's Council coordinates, directs and con- 
trols the activities of the people's councils of the districts and suburban communes 
for purposes of constant improvement of the activities and enlistment of the citd- 
zens in the solution of state and public problems. [ft controls the decisions of the 
people's councils of the districts and the suburban commines, 


Article 91. The executive committees of the Suchares! district people's councils 
and the executive bureaus of the people's councils of the sudurban communes are sub- 
ordinate to the people's councils that elected then ana to the Executive Conmittee 
of the Bucharest Municipal People's Council. 


Decisions of the people's councils of the districte and suburban cammnes, as well as 
those of their executive committees or bureaus, are binding on the districts or sub- 
urban conwmnes wherein the people's councils were elected. 


Article 92. The provisions on organisation and operation of the people's councils 
and their executive committees or bureaus apply respectively to the Bucharest munici- 
pal and district people's councils and their executive committees. 


Article 93. The Bucharest Municipal People's Counecis accordingly performs the func- 
tions specified in the present law for all categories of people's councils. 





Article 94. The Bxecutive Committee of Bucharest Municipal People's Council accord- 
ingly performs the functions specified in the present law for the executive commit- 
tees of all categories of people's councils, 


The chairman of the Executive Committee of the Bucharest Municipal People's Council 
is also the mayor of the capital of Romania at Ue same time. 


The chairmen of the executive committees of the Ducharest district people's councils 
are also chief magistrates of the districts at the sam time. 


Article 95. The Bucharest district people's councils accordingly perform the func- 
tions specified in Article 4) and Article 4? Paragraph 2 « am c. 


Article 96. The executive committees of the Suchares( d.isirict people's councils ace 
cordingly perform the functions specified in Articies 50, 51, 52 and 53 Paragraph 2. 


Section IY: Other Provisions 


Article 9/7. If the offices of chairman, firet vice chairmen and vice chairmen of 
the executive committee or oureau of the people's cou.1 are vacant, these functi- 
ons can be temporarily delegated in exceptional cases to ve ‘s who are not deputies. 


The delegating is done until new elections to the respective people's council are 
held, by decree of the chairman in the case of the county amd Bucharest municipal 
people's councils or by decision of the executive committee of the county and Buehar- 
est municipal people's councils in the case of the executive committees and bureaus 
of the municipal, Bucharest district, city amd communal people's councils. 


Article 98. In performing the task of organizing citizens’ participation in the lo- 
Cal solution of state and public problems, the executive committees or bureaus of the 
people's councils organize citisens' committees for municipal, Bucharest district, 
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city or commnal electoral districts, attached to social-cultural institutions, and 
also for projects of public interest. 


The citisens' committees are elected after the constituent sessions of the people's 
councils for the duration of the latter's term, and they are responsible for their ac- 
tivity to those who elected them, 


Article 99, The executive committees or bureaus of the people's councils hire, trans- 
fer, and cancel the work contracts of personnel with management functions and of 
technical, economic, administrative and other personnel on their own staffs. 


Deputy directors of the specialized local organs of the state administration are 
hired, transferred, and their work contracts are cancelled, according to law, by 
the executive comuittee or bureau of the people's council] under which they work. 


According to their jurisdictions, the collective management organs or the director 
as the case may be hire, transier and cancel the work contracts of the technical, 
economic, administrative and other personnel in the specialized local organs of the 
state administration. 


The executive committees of the county and Bucharest municipal people's councils can 
order their chairmen, first vice chairmen, vice chairmen and secretaries, in the 
fields of activity they coordinate, to hire, transfer, discipline or cancel the work 
contracts of the personnel specified in paragraphs 1 and 2, 


The permanent bureaus of the executive committees of the county and Bucharest munici- 
pal people's councils resolve appeals against the measures taken according to the 
preceding pararpraph, against disciplinary sanctions ordered by directors of the spe- 
Cialized local organs of the state administration ani of the economic unite and 
socia)-cultural institutions under the county, and against disciplinary sanctions 
ordered by the executive committees or bureaus of lower people's councils which, ac- 
cording to the Labor Code or other legal provisions, were not within the competence 
of the court or other organs. 


Article 100, The executive committees of the county and Bucharest municipal people's 
councile will issue operational regulations for their own staffs and for those of 
the lower executive committees and bureaus.

VOLUME ON MILITARY HISTORY, THEORY REVIEWED 
Bucharest REVISTA DE ISTORIE in Romanian Sep 80 pp 1615-1819 


ew by Gelu Apostol of the book "Studies of Military History and Theory (Histo- 
rical Reviews and Modern Analyses)" by scientific coordinator Col Dr Al. Gh. Saw, 
Military Publishing House, Bucharest, 1960, 223 pp/ 


The volume we are presenting goes with the other analytical writings, sur- 
veys and collections of documents that have treated various fields or periods of the 
military history of the Romanian people and constitutes another contribution before 
the appearance of the treatise on the military history of the Romanians. The exten- 
Sive effort made by the military and civilian historians interested in this field 
of research has resulted in a mumber of volumes in recent years, most of them under 
the aegis of the Center for Studies and Research on Military History and Theory, and 
now representing a considerable advance in the investigation of the Romanian mili- 
tary phenomenon. Alongside these intensive scientific studies there is also a sen- 
sitizing of the readers to the problems in question. The rapid sale of titles of 
this kind evidences a growing appetite of history enthusiasts for works bringing out 
the military aspect of Romaria's past. 


Contimuing and enhancing a field of research with traditions in Romanian historio- 
graphy, illustrated by Nicolae [orga himself with well-known writings, the contemp- 
orary historians approach the Romanians' military history from a more comprehensive 
perspective, subjecting new areas to scientific observation and analysis, as the 
handling of the dialectical materialist and historical method facilitates penetra- 
tion into the depths of the historical processes and brings about critical reapprai- 
sal of mary military periods, theories and persona)ities. 


The flow of these publications also includes the presen. coliection of studies that 
assemble the contributions of some esteemed specialists in chronological order. 


The series begins with researcher Vasile Boroneant, who reconstitutes "The Oldest 
Armed Conflict Known on Romanian Territory." Outlining the results of the excavati- 
ons in 1965-1971 in the suburb Schela Cladovei of Drobeta-Turrm Severin municipali- 
ty, which revealed a veritable mesolithic cultural complex extending south of the 
Damube and now known by the name Schela Cladovei-Lepenski Vir, the author presents 
the economic conditions that caused the conflict between the members of two commni- 
ties. The inventory of the excavations includes elements characteristic of a seden- 
tary population of farmers and shepherds, such as the mattock with an opening for a 
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handle ami the colter for working the soil made of stag's horn. A type of bone arrow- 
head was identified in the tombs that produced visible wounds in four skeletons. The 
anthropological study of them revealed that the people of those times can be consid 
ered decsendents of Cro-Magnon man of the eastern type adapted to the environmental 
conditions of the region. The armed conflict, attested by the traces of arrows on 
the bones of the skeletons and by the burial ritual, took place between the members 

of two communities, one coveting the other's harvest and tools. 


Researcher Sergiu Tosipescu's study, "The Romanian View of the Crusade War (Bnd of 
the luth Century and Beginning of the 15th Century),” is an outline of medieval Ro- 
marian history written from the standpoint of the constant confrontation of the Ro- 
mardans with foreign attempts at expansion. 


In presenting the eeneral external framework in which the Romanian lands evolved in 
the Middle Ages, Sergiu Iosipescu distinguishes within it a stage of resistance to 
the invasions of the migrants, another stage of leisure to found and develop the in- 
dependent feudal states until the establishment of Ottoman rule, the third stage 
which restricted the natural course of medieval Romanian history, and finally the 
stage of the rise of Austrian and Russian expansionism, which disrupted the normal 
development of the Romarian states until the modern period. Against the background 
of this extensive and continuous effort of the Romanian people to maintain the con- 
tinuity of their state and their independence against amy aggressor, the author of 
the study concentrates his attention on the Romanian princes' attitude toward the 
idea of the crusade and sees in their actions and undertakings the distinctive and 
creative way in which Mircea the Old, Tancu de Punedoara and Stefan the Great viewed 
amd conceived the crusade, the interpretation of the role of their countries as di- 
rect defenders of Burope from the Ottoman peril. JIancu de Hunedoara's military ac- 
tions are accordingly interpreted as "the last serious European effort to save By- 
zantium and the Balkan Peninsula," and when Stefan the Great called Moldavia "the 
gate o° Thristendom" he realized he was defemiing all Burope. The author concludes 
that in the poiiticai thought of those times the late crusade was the only common 
answer of the Buropean peoples at the time to Turkish aggression, wich answer how- 
ever was most often given by the Romanian lands alone, without the cooperation so 
greatly desired by Stefan the Great. 


In "Considerations on the Origin of Modern Romanian Military Thinking," Col Dr Al. 
h. Save swweriztes the most representative pages of medieval military theory. The 
author recoris the new elements, quantitative accwmlations, characteristics and tra- 
dition and succeeds in producing a plastic, dynamic and specific picture of the 

; ilitary thought and practice that created a new national army in 
tne miad.e of the 19th century that would cover itself with clory in the battkes for 
the este>lishment of Romanian independence. Thus the author presents "Neagoe Basar- 
ab's Advice to Mis Son Theodosie," the works of the chroniclers, those of Dimitrie 


Canteraic, anc tinally analyzes Nicolae Balcescu's writings, a superior syn sesis 

of the predece: creations but also an original work in which the ideas of arnm- 
ing tr: peopie, Winning national freedom through their own struggle, ami contiming 
the un.*ty of the struggle through state unification spurred the masses to achieve- 


ment of the creat revolutionary ideals of 1848. 


The political and military problems of World War I are included in this collection 
in two studies treating the attitudes and important movements to achieve the ain of 
Romania's state unity. 
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"Tne Position of the Socialist Movement During the War for Unification of the 
Romanian People” is analyzed by Dr Nicolae Copeiu both in the context of Romanian 
public opinion as a whole and in that of the views of other socialist parties. This 
approach revealed to the author the patriotic and party motives for the Romanian so- 
Clalists' attitude toward the World War, which was described in August 191) as an 
imperialist war of conquest toward which the Romanian state should maintain the most 
strict neutrality. 


Meanwhile the working class committed itself t& fleh* against whe aegressors who 
would have attacked neutral Romania, It is pointed out that the Romanian workers 
and their party did not identify the imperialist war between the Entente and the 
Central Powers with the Romanian people's right to complete their national state uni- 
ty. This right was maintained by the Romanian socislists in their theoretical and 
practical activity. The author strengthens his conclusions oy presenting the soci- 
alists' contribution to the act of 1 December 1915 and pointing to the national 
agreement on the correctness of Romamia's attitude in the Lwertalist conflagration. 


In the second study on the events of World War | Sol O Vasile Alexandrescu and 
First Lt Vladimir Zodian set forth "The Campaiun Plans of the Selligerents on the 
Romanian Front in the Summer of 1917." Restricted a3 to tre muaber of pages, the ma- 
terial succeeds in creating an overall picture of the opera\ions planned by the great 
combatants and the position the Romanian front occupied in tne course of the military 
combinations of the allies and their adversaries. [This clarifies the wish of the 
German command to take Romania out of the battle but also tie Romanian army's firm 
resolve to resist at the Carpathians and to liberate the ational territory occupied 
by the enemy in 1914. 





Tne authors point out the Romanian army's morale, very favorable to the offensive, 
in comparison with the defections of the Entente on the other sectors of the front. 
In dwelling on the heroism of the Romanian troops a» Marasesti and Oituz they bring 
out the military and moral-political importance of these vcattles not only to the de- 
fense of Moldavia but also to the maintenance of “ne eastern front under the Austro- 
German offensive and the final victory of the Entente. 


"Problems of National Defense in the Theoretical Discuss.ons ‘1 the Period Between 
the Wars” appear as echoes of World War I but also as necessities of the future as 
treated by Col Dr Traian Grozea, who succeeds in deciphering the major purport and 
the common factor of the variety of opinions expressed in the technical literature 
of the time. The achievement of the ideal of creating the united national state and 
the military experience of World War I, as well as otner elements to reckon with 


(economic, geographic, demorraphic, technical anid ™! ‘«ry) besides these two great 
factors, brougnt about a political-strateric com: ° devense aimed at preserva- 
tion of the political achievements and the territo: . » ty of united Romania. 


Although they recognized the critical value of the off: + ve, in view of the broad 
front to defend and the inadequate techmical equipment, the an theorists con- 
centrated their preparations especially upon a defensive as a form of combat. But 
the author notes with justified satisfaction that the defensive as planned by the 
Romanian specialists included many improvements and maneuvers that permitted it to 
be used successfully to defend the national territory from an enemy estimated as nu- 
merically superior and well provided with military equipment. 


Capt Minai E. Ionescu treats a subject of great political ami military significance, 
"Romanian Wiplomats' Predictions of the Evolution of the international Situation on 
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the Eve of the Outbreak of World War II," his study referring, in other respects of 
course, to the preceding one, 


In summarizing the aims of Romanian foreign policy on the eve of World War IT (re- 
sistance to expansionism and revisionism, the struggle to maintain the political and 
territorial status quo in order to preserve national independence and sovereignty) 
and pointing out the main rungs of the ladder toward the world conflagration, the 
author calls the readers' attention to the effect of three moments of international 
tension on Romanian foreign policy in order to verify, from the perspective of more 
than four decades, the correctness of the ®responses® of Romanian diplomacy, accord- 
ing to the said events, and of the military predictions. The evolution of Romania's 
foreign policy is followed from the standpoint of the successive impacts of the Nazi 
occupation of the demilitarized zone of the Rhein, the Munich phase and the occupati- 
on of G@echoslovakia after Munich. The author points out the way these internat‘ on- 
al events were received by the diplomatic and military corps of Romania and the valid- 
ity of the forecast of Romania's foreign policy. Romania's hypotheses of military 
action were also correct, but the evolution of the war in the spring of 190, the 
rapid invasion of France, and the existence of the Soviet-German pact caused a reori- 
entation of Romanian foreign policy. 


Another aspect of the Romanian military doctrine in the first half of this century is 
reflected in the study "Elements of Romanian Military Economic Thought in the 1900- 
1944 Period," signed by Col Bela Iani. In presenting the first Romanian considera- 
tions of military economics properly speaking and the effort to umerstand the fact 
that a country's armed power lies primarly in its economic strength and to proportion 
the relation between war and the economy, the author explains the emergence of the 
theory of the economics of war as a scientific discipline. He also discusses the 
process of definition of the subject and problem area of the economics of war by the 
military and civilian specialists, as well as that of defining the war potential. 

[In calculating the war potential the Romanian military theorists pointed out the de- 
cisive role of the human factorand not of technology in itself, correctly determin- 
ing the interdependence between the demographic and the technical-material factor, 
dDetween man and technology. The Romanian economists and military supported creation 
of a national defense industry, mentioning the role of agriculture in providing the 
means of subsistence as well as that of fimancial resources, and proposed models of 
management of tne war economy. Finally, Col Bela Tami points out the purpose of 
these intensive theoretical and practical efforts, namely that of defending the na- 
tion against the imperialist expansionism that was basic to the outbreak of both 
world wars. 


Tne evolution of involvement of the civilian population in the war effort and the 

methods and legislative framework for organizing it in defense units are treated by 
Lt Col Theorghe Creanga in the study "From Passive Defense to Civilian Defense.” He 
7oumrises the main phases of the organization effort, the creation of the rassive 


Defense in 1°°?. purlication of "Regulations for Passive Defense Against Air Raids” 
in 19334, and the ratification in 19335 of the law for active and passive antiaircraft 
lefense of the territory. The author considers the performance of the Passive De- 
fense i> ‘ne vears of World War II satisfactory, despite the inadequate material and 
equipmen* ‘or intervention, the cost of which was supported by the population be- 


cause the state dia not allocate funds. In the years of socialism the Local Anti- 
aircraft Defense was included in the Ministry of National Defense, ani in 1978 its 
name was charmed to Civilian Defense, the nature of the activity and tne functions 
being considerably developed, 
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The role of states of mind in military conflicts and their components are aaalysed 
by Col Or Victor Deaconu in the study "The Political~Moral Factor in Modern War." 
The author has singled out the ideological and psychological aspects as basic ele- 
ments of an army's state of mimi, the political-moral potential including the poli- 
tical and moral qualities, combat qualities and psychic qualities, all based upon 
the physical qualities. The study fully demonstrates the imortance of the politi- 
Cal-moral factor, alongside the other determinants, in the conduct of a war, explain- 
ing the emphasis placed upon indoctrinating troops in the spirit of love of country 
and party, defense of the people's revolutionary gains, and preservation of social- 
ist Romania's independence and sovereignty intact. 


The collection concludes with Col ITulian S. Cernat's study "National Defense As a 
General Function of the Romanian Socialist State," which demonstrates the necessity 
of strenctherning and developing the socialist state in the present stage, pointing 
out the dialectical nature and complexity of the relationships of the defense func- 
tion with the other functions of the state, the interdependence ATONE them, and the 
capacity of the socialist state to coordinate economic, politd cal and cultural acti- 
vities for the benefit of national defense. ‘he leading role of the state is based 
on its ability to determine and organise the economic and (democraphic resources and 
to plan the nations's development. The author then presents the legislative and 
organizational framework whereby the state performs its defense function, s uressing 
the resolve and correctness with which Comrade Nicolae Ueausescu, the supreme Com 
mander of the army, declared that the national army can only be under the command 
of the party and state organs. 


We feel the brief presentation of the studies inciuded in tuis volume has convincing- 
ly demonstrated the wide range of the subjects treatei, the originals tp of many of 
the contributions, the aspiration of the scientific coort.nator to present as com 
plete a picture as possible in the limited space of the mature of the Romanian mili- 
tary phe:.omenon, tradition and innovation in military doctrine, and the authors’ 
efforts to bring out the originality and realism of Romanian military thinkine. The 
incorporation of the military problems in the specilic-"iswrical context of the pe- 
riods makes a good impression, as well as the recording ami explanation of the ef- 
fects of the domestic and foreign political ami economic events upon the theory and 
practice of arms. 


We note the differentiated treatment of the Romanian socialists’ attitude toward war 
and the detailed analysis of the military plans on the Romanian front in 1917. The 
critical spirit in which military economic thought was approached has merit, as the 
respective study indicates that the older studies on the defimition and composition 


of the war potential overlooked the role ami mature cf the relations between the so- 
cial classes and the purpose of the wars Decause tle irveo.s specialists determined 
the war potential by an arithmetical summation of the <: ‘chile and technical- 
material components presented on a certain level and not as a — of dynamic, in- 
terdependent relations and components. The importance anc .sefulness of the treat- 
ment of the role of the political-moral factor in modern war‘are should also be ap- 
preciated 4s a subject of current interest, as well as the novelty of the interpre- 
tetion of the Romanian diplomats' attitude toward ‘the evolution of the internation- 


al situation on the eve of World @r IU. 


Tlluminating and clear, the picture of the Romaman view of We crusade war merits 
further amplification in view of the nobility of the subject, as well as the picture 
of the origin of modern Romanian military thinking. As re.amis the theoretical dis- 
cussions between the wars that enriched Romanian military toought, we think that 
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many tactical maneuvers as well as the value of the moral volitive factor have been 
successfully verified in practice, in the fire of the insurrections and the offensive 


against Hitler's and Horthy's troops to liberate Romania's territory from foreign 
occupation. 


Appealing to the most diverse interests and specialties, which have however one point 
in common, namely interest in the field of military history, the volume is a notable

SILVER TRAFFICKING IN TIMIS COUNTY DESCRIBED 





[Editorial Report] An article by Victor Birladeanu and Cezar loana in Bucha- 
rest SCINTEIA of 20 November 1980, pages one and five, reports on the silver 
trafficking activity of foreign citizen M. P. and his Romanian accomplice, Dorin 
Luca: "One day in March, at the Nadlac border crossing point, a car with a 
foreign license plate appeared. Foreign citizen M. P. got out. He was anxious 
to cross the border as soon as possible so he would not be late for a business 
meeting in a Western capital. His haste aroused the curiosity of the customs 
officers. Under the back seat of the car they found a large quantity of sil- 
ver, most of it industrial silver, in the form of discs, contacts, plates and 
wire. He took the investigators to the place where the transaction [of 
exchanging gold jewelry for the silver) had taken plece, che garage of a build- 
ing in Timisoara, on Dorobanti street. The garage was beautifully decorated. 
It was equipped with a scales for weighing the precious metal. The only thing 
missing was the partner in the ‘transactions.’ He was found by the police in 20 
days. His name is Dorin Luca.” 


The article says that Luca was arrested on the same charge twice before, in 
1973, and paid the fines of 70,000 and 60,000 lei respectively the next day. 
But in the current case, he has been sentenced to & years in jail and fined 
1.8 million lei (the value of the 5 kg of gold jeweiry received for the indus- 
trial silver--the jewelry has not been discovered yet). 


The article discusses the “professional witnesses’ who provided alibis for Luca 
justifying the fact that he accumulated wealth without working. These "friends" 
falsified hotel records and gave Luca false employment references. "We cannot 
dismiss the fact that such apparently unimportant gestures,on che part of 

people of ‘good will' contribute to the appearance and proliferation of indivi- 
duals like Dorin Luca. All of us, all citizens wst come to the conclusion 

that it is not enough to become indignant and to exprec.. sometimes violently 
and emphatically, our disapproval of these sociomorai phenowena, which are truly 
incompatible with the climate of our society. We mus: demonstrate our unrelent- 
ing vigilance under all circumstances. We must take an unambiguous stand 
against al! attempts to amass wealth without work. Despite the fact that the 
silver was for industrial use, a raw material used only in some enterprises in 
the country, no unit has reported its loss (and it was ne a matter of a few 
grams but of 140 kg) and, as a result no unit has been named as a civil party 

in the case. This role has been assigned to the National Bank which has taken 
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the entire quantity of silver into ite custody. Where are the victima’ Why 
are they not taking any steps to recover the silver’? This is 4 question of 

& moral nature which touches, in essence, the @titude toward public property. 
A question which awaite a reply. A reply which, undoubtedly, the investiga: 
tive organs, will discover so that the lack of responsibility (or, perhaps, 
much more) will receive due punishment."

CRIMINALS POSLNG AS REFUGEES--In the summer of 1977 Ceausescu signed a decree 
of amnesty, releasing from prison 25,000 common criminals--especially young 
people--who were serving sentences for theft, burglary, robbery, etc. From 
1978 on, a good number of these people resumed their pursuits and were arrested 
again. But this time, in order to get rid of them they were sent to the passe- 
port offices in the localities in which they live and given the choice of apply- 
ing for a passport to leave the country of shoveling manure for years. In this 
way, more than 1,200 such elements were dumped on the Western market. (See 
BIRE No 672 of 1 March 1978.) We reported at that time that about 400 of this 
lot arrived in France. For several months, the French jails, especially in 
Normandy, have been full of such “refugees.” They organize into groups, en- 
gaging in multiple thefts, break-ins and robberies in many regions in France. 
The number of those arrested bearing the name of "refugees" has reached about 
80 delinquents, all between the age of 23 and 30. It is interesting to note 
that the majority of those arrested have driving licenses, issued by Romania 
before their departure. Others have false identity documents issued by the 
Romanian authorities.

ILLEGAL COLLABORATION WITH FOREIGNERS--An article by Ilie Tanasache entitled 
"Sometimes, Guilt Begins at the Border Between Credulousness and Irresponsibil- 
ity,” published on page four of Bucharest SCINTEIA in Romanian on 19 November 
i980 relates the story of Werner Adolf Goos, a researcher at the Institute for 
Energetics Research and Modernization [ICEMENERG) in Bucharest who became 
addicted to alcohol and “on his own, began to make contact with various foreign 
citizens, representatives of firms interested in selling on the Romanian market. 
On his own and violating the laws, he visited their hotel and accompanied them 
from restaurant to restaurant.”

They asked him for the results of scientific research wiich would be licensed 
abroad. Goos and his "predatory companion drew up a strategy for removing from 
the country the results of research which were to be licensed. Everything was 
calculated up to the most minute details, including deposits in accounts in 
foreign banks. But, each of the three authors of the research who were con- 
tacted by Goos refused the proposal with indignation and his shameful inten- 
tion to commit theft was revealed. [Editorial Report) 
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ALLEGED VOLTEC OUTBURST=-On the occasion of his 80th birthday and the awarding 
to him of the title “academician,” Stefan Voitec gave a speech attacking Elena 
Ceausescu in a violent and coarse manner. He also attacked Nicolae Ceausescu, 
accusing him of "betraying Marxist socialism and betraying his a ‘alist 
friends by aligning himself with the communist band which has destroyed Romania." 
Stefan Voitec was immediately taken away by the Securitate and transported to a 
psychiatric asylum, Later, activists reported that Stefan Voicec suffered a 
heart attack, the same diagnosis given in the case of Constantin Pirvulescu, 
and that he was hospitalized in Elias Hospital, which proved to be incorrect.

CASE AGAINST DISSIDENTS TUDJMAN, GOTOVAC DISCUSSED 
Frankfurt/Main FRANKFURTER ALLGEMEINE in German 29 Dec 80 p 3 


(Report by "V.M,": "'Carillo and Berlinguer Would Be in Prison in Yugoslavia'-- 
Belgrade Proceeds With Political Trials of 'Dissidents'") 


[Text] Vienna, 28 December--The post-Tito Yugoslav leadership now apparently has 
definitely decided to proceed with political trials of so-called dissidents. In 
Zagreb formal charges have been lodged against the two Croatian intellectuals and 
authors Dr Frajo [Franjo) Tudjman and Vlado Gotovac, The trial, which no doubt 
is also apt to cause a sensation abroad, is expected to take place as soon as 
early January, Frajo [Franjo] Tudjman is a former partisan leader and general, 
who later became a historian and one of the leading representatives of the Croatian 
movement of 1970 and 1971, Gotovac is a writer who at that time was in charge of 
the journal HRVATSKI TJEDNIK., Both were sentenced to lengthy prison terms in 
1972--Gotovac to 4 years, which he had to serve in the ill-famed Gradiska prison, 
and Tudjman to a lesser sentence, Tudjman protested the fact that the record 
discriminated against him by describing him as a pensioner. 


The indictment charges that both Croats “with help from abroad" described Yugoslav 
“sociopolitical conditions in a malign and untruthful manner, thus violating the 
“principles of social order and security" in Yugoslavia by conducting "enemy 
propaganda" as per paragraph 133 of the penal code. It appears quite significant 
in this comnection that Yugoslav intellectuals have recently demanded that so- 
called “verbal offenses" be struck from the Yugoslav penal code. To this, leading 
papers of the country reacted by stating that such prosecution was hardly occurring 
any more anyway. Now an indictment is being made against prominent dissidents 
vrec'sc'y om the basis of the said paragraphs, Croatian and other Yuboslav intel- 
lectuals, including Gotovac and Tudjman, also recently, in a petition, demanded 

the release of all political prisoners in Yugoslavia. The circumstances surround- 
ing the indictment lead one to assume that it is a question of a political decision 
basce on systematic preliminary police work, including the arrest and expiusion of 
‘oreien journalists and confiscation of their material last summer. 


A large part of the indictment against Gotovac and Tudjman is based on a Swedish 
television broadcast back in 1978 which for some strange reason the authorities 
in Zagreb have only now found to contain incriminating material. The indictment 
otherwise makes things easy for itself. Quoting utterances by the defendants vis- 
a-vis foreign journalists, it describes them universally as “false” and then from 
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this statement of its own, again without citing any reason, draws the conclusion 
that the mentioned criminal offenses have been proven, The defendants protested 
this procedure, particularly since, at least in one instance, in an interview 
with an Italian woman journalist, the statements by Tudjman and Gotovac evidently 
had been quoted inexactly and even wrongly. Further, che defendants stated, it 
was not their fault that Croatian exile publications had printed their utterances; 
they had never made any statements to them, 


In the indictment the authorities, among other things, charge chat defendant 
Generai Tudjman made the following "false" and “untrue” statements; "In my 
opinion, the key problem of the Yugoslav national question is the problem between 
Serbs and Croats, Let us make it possible for both Serbian and Croatian intel- 
ligent people, intellectuals as well as politicians, finally to sit down at a 
common table and say in common: Enough of the mutual misunderstandings, accusa- 
tions, clashes and killing!" Or: "In Yugoslavia the national question has been 
solved ideally by the constitution, but theory and practice are not quite the same, 
This is also difficult elsewhere, but in Yugoslavia it has so far been one of the 
main problems," 


Elsewhere Tudjman expresses the view that in today's Yugoslavia any open advocacy 
of Croatian interests is immediately received with distrust and dismissed as 
"separatism or conservatism," He states: "Croatian revolutionaries are connected 
with any kind of profascist elements--which makes no sense at all--instead of 
democratic solutions being sought within the socialist framework," 


In Tudjman's opinion, today the leaders of the commmnist parties of West Europe 
are also seeking democratic and pluralistic solutions. ‘Recently a high party 
official in Yugoslavia stated chat in Yugoslavia the leaders of Evrocommnism-- 
that is, Carillo, Berlinguer and their following--would be described as counter- 
revolutionaries and put in prison, but a pluralist democracy--in other words, the 
ideas of Eurocommnism--runs counter to most deep seated Yugoslav conditions. 

What accords with these, however? Apparently the fact that here only a leadership 
is allowed to make decisions--or, to put it even more concretely, the top of 

this leadership." This statement, it appears, is being regarded by the prosecu- 
tion as particularly “false” and “incorrect,”

[Text] Motivated by the obligation to create the best possible conditions 
for development of culture, on the eve of the 10th LCY Congress the League 
of Communists mobilized all the organized socialist forces to work out a 
new conception envisioning the development of culture which would be appro- 
priate to the present phase of our revolution. As is well known, the es- 
sence of that conception lies in building relations in which the associated 
workers, those from the field of culture and those from the remainder of 
associated labor, would become the makers of culture and cultural policy in 
that intermediaries between them would be eliminated and they would enter 
into agreement on an equal footing concerning the needs, resources and 
tasks of culture. It was understood that the previous narrow conception of 
culture and its restriction to the operation of traditional cultural insti- 
tutions and to artistic creativity, which had the characteristics of being 
exceptional and elevated, would be replaced by conception of culture as a 
way of life and work of working people, whose orientation would be toward 
its becoming an integral part of people's everyday life. 


This vision of the development of culture and its achievements signify the 
best conditions for a flowering of cultural creativity and is therefore in 

) jective historic interest not only of the working class, but also of 
the intelligentsia and other working strata--that is to say, of virtually 
our entire society. But this does not mean that between the working class 
and the intelligentsia, and, of course, other categories of the working 
people as well, there are not individuals and groups whose interests at the 
moment are opposed to this or different. This is manifested in the differ- 
ing ideological approaches to solving particular issues, in the formation 
of differing ideological platforms and in the currents between then. 
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The Longing for Legitimacy 


Ic is extremely important to emphasize that there ace ideological ap- 
proaches which differ from the approaches of the League of Communists, say, 
in deciding the status of independent artists, che institutional develop- 
ment of the theater, the social status of books, and so on, yet they are 
still on the line of development of the relations of socialist self-manage- 
ment. Over the last decade the League of Communists has been honoring to 
an ever greater degree differences of this kind as an expression of the 
pluralism of interests in self-management and has been respecting specific 
solutions as an expression of the balance of power at a particular time and 
in a particular place, even in cases wien those solutions diverged from 
what it had been advocating. To be » the LCY should show greater con- 
sistency in this and should therefore ose organs and individuals within 
its own ranks which are holding back the realization of its policy along 
these lines. 


We must at the same time emphasize that the system of socialist self-man- 
agement democracy leaves no room for the operation of forces and elements 
which would develop society, including culture, in another and essentially 
nonself-management direction. Im the period that has passed bourgeois- 
liberalistic, statist-bureaucratic, technomanagerial, New Leftist, nation- 
alistic and other forces and elements, usually tied up with one another, 
have been the bearers of such aspirations. They have already been defeated 
several times, but they are still with us and will remain with us for a 
long time, or new ones will set themselves up, since they are not recruited 
solely from the ranks of the remnants of the old classes disenfranchised by 
the revolution, nor are these only bearers of ideological influences from 
abioad, but they also reproduce themselves as an expression of contradic- 
tory developments in our own society. 


Here it is that the political-ideological battle begins against the ele- 
ments opposed to self-management, that is, opposition elements. They are 
continuously striving for recognition as an integra! part of our system 

and for the status of a legitimized opposition. Some of them have been 
arguing for years, and are continuing even today, that the dividing line is 
not drawn by answering the question of being for or against socialist self- 
management, but by the answer to the question of being for or against so- 
cialism, or for or against “left-wing forces," which would mean accepting 
the possibility of development in the direction of statist socialism and in 
the direction of social-democratic refore’ sm accompanied by a possible res- 
toration of small-scale capitalism, that is, the poe bility of retrograde 
development. Would this not mean a newly governmnctai.ced culture or edu- 
cation relying on the market of current ideas. Would we not be destroying 
the associated workers as principals in culture even before they had truly 
become that. At the same time it does not bother these “leftists” at all 
that they are advocating application of the bourgeois conception of democ- 
cracy and freedom of creativity, that is, that they are joining with right- 
wing forces in the struggle against the working peopie, who are developing 
the relations of self-management. 
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In culture today, then, the basic dialectical, contradictory process whose 
outcome is the subject of a fierce ideological struggle is a process in 
which the associated workers are rising up to become the principals of cul- 
ture, a process in which physical and intellectual production are beginning 
to be fused together in a specific way, which leads to overcoming the divi- 
sion of labor under conditions when the division of labor is inevitably re- 
duced within society itself. Not only does this contradiction to some ex- 
tent, through objective laws, hamper the social forces which are fighting 
for the assceciated workers to grow to become the principals in culture, but 
on that same basis it opens up room for the activity of forces whose posi- 
tions are not in the spirit of self-management. 


There Is No ' cipal, There Is the Educator 


It is well known, that this process is taking culture out of the hands of 
the technocratic forces, who used it as a means of manipulation in the 
usurpation of power; that is why they portray the process as "passing the 
concern for culture onto the workers overburdened with the concerns of eco- 
nomic activity,” why they distort the culture of the workphace, and why, 
using it as a screen, they push through programs aimed at making it easier 
to “sweat” the workers, and in that respect they gladly frame an alliance 
with the cultural bureaucracy. But often they find a common language with 
bourgeois-liberalistic elements as well in supporting the development of 
what is referred to as mass culture, in advocating the need for development 
of market relations in culture, and it is here that they have their great- 
est success thanks to the efforts of various cliques of cultural workers 
operating from group-ownership positions in the fields of popular music, 
filmmaking, and often television and the theater as well. (Only in recent 
months have major divergences in material and social relations in the film- 
making of Slovenia and Serbia come to light, but a few years ago they were 
evident in a similar form in the filmmaking of Bosnia-Hercegovina. ) 


The statist-bureaucratic forces are making every effort so that the deci- 
sive influence of government agencies, which supposedly are the only reli- 
able agents of the interests of society as a whole and reliable implemen- 
ters of party policy, is retained at least for the self-managed communities 
of interest. The New Leftists are blinded by the Messianic role of the in- 
telligentsia; at this point they joined the bureaucratic forces in support- 
ing e didactic cuitural policy: the policy that culture should merely be- 

‘der and be made accessible to the workers, while at the same time 
nothing is said about the role of the principal in culture being intended 
for some unidentified educator. 


We might say that even the certified forces opposed to self-management have 
not darec (o directly oppose the class essence of our cultural policy, that 
is, that the associated workers are to become the principal in the field of 
culture. As we shall see, they prefer to enter into confrontation with us 
over cercain peripheral and partial cultural issues. In this respect we 
have almost an exception in the theory which holds that in all past socie- 
ties culture has been "possible" only as a counterculture: socialistic 
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under capitalism, nonculture in the societies of so-called “socialist real- 
ism," and finally, since in socialist self-management, in the context of 
pluralism of the interests of self-management, culture is supposedly becom- 
ing instituted as classless culture, it has become directly possible. 

There is an obvious attempt here to court a society which has "become ma- 
ture” for culture, but at the price of accepting the concept of the "class- 
less nature" of culture, which would be used as a screen for affirming the 
technocratic ideological conception of the supposed "twilight of ideology" 
in the field of culture and for elimination of the issue of who is to be 
the principal in the field of culture--whereas in actuality the principal 
would certainly not vanish.

[Text] Just as the League of Communists has not itself developed and im- 
posed the vision of cultural level, but has enlisted all the creative 
forces in society for this task, so it has acted in the same way with re- 
spect to statement of that vision in concrete terms and initiation of ac- 
tion to realize it. In this activity there has also been room for sponta- 
neous display of desires and for a creative thrust by a broad group of 
working people taking differing political-ideological approaches to resolv- 
ing the various issues along the line of developing the relations of so- 
cialist self-management. But there have also been strivings opposed to 
self-management. 


The activity began with great fervor, though from the oucset it was a draw- 
back that the organized socialist forces had neither in the overall nor in 
the various quarters worked out sufficiently clear schedules of their goals 
and tasks. The illusion apparently existed that a set of solutions to that 
question would also be found through spontaneous action. The activity con- 
ducted over the entire breadth of the front usually was undertaken as 
though all goals were equally accessible, and for that reason unrealistic 
tasks were also emphasized as though the time had come for their perfor- 
mance. 


On this basis demands were made here and there for amateurism to be given 
absolute priority, while professional work would only be tolerated until it 
was abolished, though in practice there were tendencies toward a covert 
professionalization of amateurism. Likewise, while here and there some 
people ignored any sort of separate role for the intelligentsia, saying 
that this was the issue of the day, others ervected of the intelligentsia 
that it would replace the working class in the future revolutionary devel- 
opment of the entire society. 


Programmed Color Blindness 


If one were to set forth most succinctly and therefore very incompletely 
certain results achieved in cultural creativity, we would mention the in- 
proved conditions for the equal development of the culture of our national- 
ities and ethnic minorities and for their participation in interrepublic 
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cooperation and would refer to the upsurge of graphic, film and even msi- 
cal art, to accompany the previous upsurge of literature in Kosovo, we 
would refer to the large-scale researches into the common cultural heritage 
of the nationalities and ethnic minorities of Bosnia-Hercegovina. We would 
certainly also emphasize the flourishing of what is called workplace cul- 
ture in numerous sizable economic organizations all over the country and 
the amateur activity of the working people in local communities, especially 
in Slovenia and Croatia, and also in connection with programming the activ- 
ities of cultural centers in Vojvodina. We would dwell with satisfaction 
on the upsurge of artistic creativity: all over the country we have en- 
tered into a mature period of artistic prose, dramatic literature has ex- 
perienced a true flowering, the theater has been given a new impetus be- 
cause the domestic drama has enlivened the repertoire and the public has 
come back, the domestic film is finding its way to the domestic public 
thanks to the appearance of new schools of the film and a broadening of 
genres, and it is taking an important step in finding its own identity, 
various directions and centers in the graphic arts are multiplying all over 
the country, and so on. 


Certain opposition forces, however, take exactly the opposite view of this: 
namely, that beginning in 1972 the social climate has not been sufficiently 
favorable for artistic and scientific creativity. Exemplars of what is 
called the “black wave," which might better be referred to as a programmed 
color blindness in Yugoslav filmmaking, assert even today that the path of 
development of the first-rate creators was interrupted at that time and 
that nothing has happened with the domestic film since that time. We even 
hear it said in the artistic world that beginning at that time we have had 
a kind of “cultural revolution,” a term that is certainly not meant as a 
compliment. The same thing is asserted in connection with the development 
of science. For years we have heard from the ranks of the former members 
of the PRAXIS group that since the teaching of Marxism was introduced and 
the teaching of sociology discontinued in secondary schools the attitude 
displayed toward sociology as an independent science has been similar to 
the attitude taken in the time of Stalinism and that therefore the social 
conditions for this science's development have been unfavorable over the 
last decade. They say much the same about the development of philosophy. 
In recent months there have been those who said that this also applies to 
the economic sciences. And the year that is given is always 1972--the year 
when the letter of Comrade Tito and the Executive Bureau appeared. 


[t the present situation is to be represented according to the example of 
the free exchange of labor, in spite of the departure from the budget- 
statist method of financimg culture and the relations created on that ba- 
sis, we would say that we still have not essentially cut the umbilica: cord 
that tie s to those relations, but at the same time the present relations 

» imbued with a high degree of democratization as compared to the previ- 
ous situation. 











There Is No Independent Battle 


It is well known that when a majority of the OOUR's (basic organization of 
associated labor} are not capable of planning their income, they are still 
less capable of planning their own cultural needs. Only one-third of the 
OOUR's have any data on their cultural needs, and these are mainly those 
which they will meet through their own activity or by purchasing programs 


from certain cult: ' institutions. Plans of cultural needs which are ful- 
filled in the SIZ |: -lf-managed community of interests} do not grow out of 
the plans of OOU''s but are drafted within the SiZ's, with the cultural 
institutions exe @ the decisive influence. They are ratified by votes 


in OOUR's, which e mainly formal, and on that basis delegate assemblies 
assess the contribution, and executive bodies approve payments to cultural 
institutions out of the revenues collected on the basis of criteria which 
have been specifically established. This breaks the chain in the exchange 
of labor between those rendering services and those to whom they are ren- 
dered, and the SIZ figures as an intermediary similar to the government. 
Moreover, the funds are paid out om the basis of assumed work, with no 
check on quality and quantity; that is, the elements of the budget financ- 
ing of institutions in this field have been retained. Nevertheless, never 
have so many people had an opportunity to influence the shaping of cultural 
quality, the satisfaction of cultural needs and the use of funds intended 
for culture, nor is there a country with a similar degree of democratiza- 
tion of relations in culture. So, though we do not vee have true exchange 
of labor, this is a result we can be proud of. 


But even in connection with the free exchange of labor there have been dif- 
fering ideological conceptions, but two basic tendencies are the most pro- 
nounced: the first and at present predominant ome is that the free ex- 
change of labor is "free of the government and of the market,” that is, so- 
cialist commodity production is either not recognized, or it is restricted 
to relations in physical production, and this gives rise to the supposition 
of dualism in socioeconomic relations within associated labor. However, in 
the absence of objectified criteria, values of this "free’ exchange are es- 
sentially subjectified, amd they thereby open up the breach to voluntarisna. 


According to the other tendency, the key issue in the free exchange of la- 
bor is evaluation of the most widely differing intellectual works in order 
to guarantee equivalent exchange, which is the only way of guaranteeing the 
equal social status of participants in the exchange. But the standards of 
measurement, and it is objective standards wiich are sought, can be derived 
only from the market of intellectual services in th ~omtext of socialist 
commodity production. In this case, however, we are thceatened by the dan- 
ger that the free exchange of labor will be used only as a screen for an 
attempt to reestablish market relations even in those fields of intellec- 
tual effort in which even bourgeois society did not succeed in establishing 
commodity production (to be sure, capitalistic) without running the risk of 
destroying the essence of that work (for example, in artistic creativity). 
A suspicion therefore arises that the free exchange of labor will not in 
this case differ essentially from a market exchange of labor. 
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In spite of the resulcs achieved, we note that workers in material produc- 
tion have encountered increasing difficulties in mastering income in the 
latter half of the seventies; the technobureaucratic forces have been seiz- 
ing power more and more, even over income that has not yet been earned. 

The efforts of the workers in the process of becoming the principal in the 
field of culture have slackened and died down. But even the creative ini- 
tiative of the intellectuals has had less and less thrust. It has been 
borne out in practice that in the process in which they are to become the 
principals in the field of culture, workers in physical production and 
workers in intellectual production can go forward only together, and cul- 
tural workers cannot through some independent battle win that position only 
for themselves, leaving the workers in physical production to do this when 
they become able. At this point we come to those social roots of a greater 
linkage than ever before between ideological developments in culture and 
ideological developments in physical production.

[Text] After Djilas’ failure last fall to publish a journal called CASOV- 
NIK [TIMEPLECE}] for opposition elements--that is the first opposition ef- 
fort in recent years with a clearly stated aim--this fall an appeal has 
been made by Tadic and Cosic with a letter and platform on behalf of a 
nine-member initiating group not only to “opponents of the regime” or “dis- 
sidents," as they are referred to in the foreign press, but also to intel- 
lectuals who do not share their political convictions, seeking cooperation 
in a future "critical" journal, and then applying to the competent authori- 
ties for a permit to issue the journal. Actually the purpose is the same: 
to organize an opposition though this is unconstitutional and to obtain de 
facto sanction. 


Abroad the initiative was used in propaganda against Yugoslavia and to ex- 
ert psychological and political pressure on our country along the lines of 
"the inevitability of changes after Tito” is being felt in Yugoslavia, “de- 
Titoization"” has already begun, and supposedly to reinforce this, they 
write about “dissidents in Yugoslavia" who “are seeking greater rights and 
freedoms,” and they say that "the oppositionists obviously feel that this 
is the end of the cease fire.” 


er judgments of the character and “importance” of the initiative of 

ad ' Cosic have been given in the communication of the Presidium of 
the City Qenferenes of the Socialist Alliance and in commentary published 
in newspapers. 


Similar initiatives taken to start up journals in Ljubljama and Skopje do 
not have che weight and “importance” of Tadic’s initiative, either in their 
ourpose or in their manner of execution. Though the spomsors of the lattei 
initiative even furnished untruthful evaluations of the situation in cul- 
ture and certain of their views smack of oppositionism, they nevertheless 
want to resolve the problems within the Socialist Alliance, in a publishing 
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enterprise in the socialiged sector, they want to collaborate on this, but 
they themelves are not looking for collaborators. 


But beginning with last fall we note some six or seven other lines of 
pettvy-critical and opposition activity whose particulerly prominent goals 
are spotted rather easily, 


Behind the Maske of Awards 


The fierce campaign for reevaluation of the positions of the League of Com- 
munists concerning the films of what ie called che “black wave" of Yugoslav 
filmmaking=--to the effect that they are dehumanized and have an anticommu- 
nist intonation=-began first in certain Belgrade, Zagreb and Ljubljana 
newspapers. A lengthy list of directors was drawn up, and titles of films 
which are supposedly all in a vault were strung out, and a call was issued 
for those==-the institutions and individuals were named--who are responsible 
for preventing the Yugoslav public from seeing what supposedly are works of 
supreme artistic value. The directors of current films on subjects drawn 
from the National Liberation Struggle--in which, to be sure, there is some- 
thing to be criticized--are pejoratively referred to as experts at pyro- 
technics, and their filme are called the “red wave." The reevaluation did 
not occur, but an attempt was made at that time to at least achieve the 
parallel affirmation and existence of *he two opposing views with the pub- 
lic. It is here that Zika Pavlovic, A.eksandar Petrovic, and others made 
themselves heard. 


At midyear another goal became evident: that public awards and recognition 
was being provided for the new works of certain “oppositionists"--and for 
those who at one time were in conflict with the League of Communists--and 
that pressure was being exerted in this way for reaffirmation of their 
works which previously had been questioned. At the same time this creates 
the impression that “society” is awarding real talents, while the League of 
Communists sooner or later comes into conflict with them. They had quite a 
bit of success in making awards to these directors. {! do not wish to men- 
tion names, most people in the Field of culture recall them anyway. In 
most cases the attention of the public was specifically drawa to the fact 
that the previous works of these directors had been questioned. 


A great campaign was waged and pressure was put for Zika Paviovic to win 
the award at the Pula Festival for his film "So Long Uncil the Next War," 
and when this did not happen, a fierce c.mpe en was waged against all those 
who did not accept and esteem the author's message © at the revolution 
should be lowered to the level of any ordinary war. 


It is rather symptomatic that this year's “Seven SKOJ |Yugoslav Communist 
Youth Federation] Secretaries” for creativity in music, which is awarded by 
the youth organization of Zagreb, was won by the Ljubljana rock group "Pan- 
krti,” whose lyrics were described last year in Ljubljana as destructive, 
and their record was classified as popular music tor tax purposes. 
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It is obvious that we again confront the problema of personnel policy in 
the makeup of various juries. Some juries have even included people who 
have signed various “opposition” petitions, 


Only when we look at the directore and the filma which in recent years 
have won awards does it become clear that the representatives of the “black 
wave" in filmmaking are demanding a reassessment and redistribution of 
their filme, encouraged by the fact that in another field, in literature, 
certain books questioned in the early seventies have again been published, 
and it seems to them that the previous views have also by that fact been 
revised in recent years. For example, in 1978 the disputed books of Bora 
Cosic were again published, and that same year he won the Nolit Award for 
a new book. The judgments have not been revised--there is no need=--but 
this does not mean that some of these books and works should not continue 
to be accessible to the public. 


Freedom Available 


This marks the beginning of the third line of action of certain "“opposi- 
tion” elements: certain earlier events considered to have been initiated 
by the League of Communists are condemned; actions carried out by individ- 
uals and on which the League of Communists has not issued a judgment have 
been attributed to the League of Communists; attempts are st.'l being made 
to portray certain people as though they were in conflict with the League 
of Communists in spite of their new books which have a progressive intona- 
tion, and the fault for the conflict is laid to the League of Communists; 
the League of Communists is called upon to answer a whole number of “incom 
prehensible" questions, and in essence a demand is being issued for it to 
be made accountable. 


The question is raised, for example, as to how the “case with Kovac and the 
Milovan Glisic Award" could have occurred,* how is that some books have not 
been available for 7 or 8 years and entire generations have graduated from 
school without seeing them; how is it that the names of some, Kocbek for 
instance, have allegedly for years been heard only in a pejorative sense; 
it is said that since 1972 we have had a “mild form of a cultural revolu- 
tion,” allegedly of the regressive type, since in the actions at that time 
voluntarism pure and simple prevailed instead of an adherence to principle. 
Finally, it is asserted that all this is now over. Bora Cosic says that 

vis justice has been achieved faster than one would have thought, 
since “such a turnabout has been accomplished in less than 10 years"! 





* In 1972 Mirko Kovac was awarded the Milovan Glisic Award in Valjevo for 
his book "Rane Luke Mesterevica™ [The Wounds of Luka Mesterevic], ana then 
it was tacen away from him after the book was severely criticized, and the 
award itself was discontinued. This year the same book has been published 
in revised form, it now includes a new short story for which Mirko Kovac 
was awarded this year's Andric Award. The gossip mill has made attempts to 
use his name in manipulations, but he has resolutely opposed this. 
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No one is providing anawers to all these questions at present. Indeed, 
none of these questions can be taken up, that ie, it ie superfluous to pro- 
vide a response, but they cannot be passed over in silence, As is evident, 
there are “oppositionists" who are not only announcing the need for a 
“change of direction,” for “reform,” just as certain acientiats are already 
asserting, much like those abroad, that a change of course has already been 
accomplished. 


We should bear in mind that certain of them ere aiveady using what is re- 
ferred to abroad as the “Polish experience." This is a tactic whereby ver- 
bal acceptance of the “social system" is che ticket which must be paid for 
to the authorities and the public if the policy of the League of Communists 
is to be attacked in connection with endless new issues as they arise. 
Even Bora Cosic, aside from the assertion that since 19/2 we have had a so- 
called "cultural revolution," and aside from attempte to turn the young 
generation of filmmakers, whom he refers to as “well-mannered” and “suit- 
able in the extreme,” against the policy of the League of Communists and 
this society, repeating hackneyed arguments to the effect that the artist 
must be improper, since art consists of “exposing a number of questionable 
manifestations," has issued the following favorable judgment: "I can say 
that I have published absolutely everything | have written, everything that 
can be regarded as complete, and I have had no problems whatsoever in this 
respect. It seems to me that a man has as much /reedom as he is willing to 
take." We could not have wished for a more glowing statement.

{Text} Not all of these activities of petty criticism and opposition have 
been on a large scale, nor have all been consciousiy planned and accepted 
by all participants; some of them have sprung up spontaneously, some people 
support one particular action or another, sometimes not even detecting its 
true nature. So, all those who have participated in these opposition ac- 
tivities are not themselves oppositionists, nor ere all the lines of activ- 
ity consciously chosen in advance. Sometimes the “oppositionists"” hitch a 
ride even on the well-intentioned critical initiative of some individual 
when they conclude that by distorting the initiative or giving it a partic- 
ular emphasis they can draw some benefit from ic. The organized socialist 
forces should in turn neutralize all the actions of the “oppositionists” as 
rapidly as possible. After all, the important thing here is not the number 
of participants, but the character of the phenomenon. 


In Favor of Dialog 


It must be borne in mind that there are people in science and culture who 
are not basically on the positions of the League of Communists, but who do 
not want to belong to the opposition either. Some nevertheless support the 
policy of the League of Communists, and there are even those who have be- 
come members of our organization. They are making their contribution to 
the construction of socialism and socialist cuiture, but sometimes they 
take up positions opposed to the League of Communists. 
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Party members and all the working people who take the positions of self- 
management should be encouraged to always take a principled and critical 
stance when the people we are referring to are on the opposite side, to ea- 
tablish dialog with them, to create an atmosphere in which criticiem does 
not mean a lasting conflict, nor disqualification. One should recall Kar- 
delj's instruction that the League of Communists neither engage in sec- 
tarianiem, nor strive toward an ideological monopoly. Alongside the set of 
ideas sponsored by the League of Communists, there is also room for another 
set of ideas within the front of the organized socialist forces, but not 
for an opposition. People change and develop, and our attitude toward them 
must be adapted to that fact. While adhering *o the broad ideological 
foundation of the front of the organized sociaiist forces as the framework 
of editorial policy, it is indispensable within that framework to ensure 
the ongoing presence of clear ideological commitments of the League of Com- 
munists on individual cultural issues. There has up to now been success in 
this, and we are persuaded that there will also be success in the future. 
It is our old rule that in science and culture creators who are party mem- 
bers ensure through their work the lasting presence of the policy of the 
League of Communists and its dominance, and that this is not achieved by 
imposing a narrow-minded editorial policy. Nevertheless, the flood of 
writings burdened with opposition conceptions in our reviews cannot be jus- 
tified or corrected by appeals to informed communists to be writing re- 
sponses all the time. This would thrust us into a position of constantly 
defending ourselves, of allowing others to dictate to us the topics, of our 
not being engaged on our real business. it can hardly be said that a ma- 
jority of our scientists or cvltural workers hold Marxist positions--we 
have never demanded this--though the enormous majority do support the pol- 
icy of the League of Communists. The non-Marxist approach, however, often 
leads them into positions which demand and deserve answers. At certain 
times and in certain places inquiries of this kind are even artificially 
hastened. Thus we should always have reasons for writing responses. 


For all these reasons it should be understood that the obligations of the 
League of Communists as an organization cannot always be identified with 
the obligations of the individual creator who is a member of the party. 
Conditions for implementing the programmatic views of the League of Commu- 
nists to the effect that no single school or current in art and science es- 
tablish its monopoly and that none of them appropriate the role of an arbi- 
ter for itself when the League of Communists has renounced such a role can- 

sieved solely through the efforts of party members as individuals, 
vut rather the League of Communists is responsible as an organization for 
the development of society as a whole, and that means also for the develop- 
ment of all sectors, with the support of the Socialist Alliance. The 
League o* Communists has not yet been so organized that it can guarantee 
this. 7 is one of our priority tasks. 


| would remind you that Kardelj wrote “Beleske o nasoj drustvenoj kritici" 
|\Notes on Our Social Criticism) back in 1966, and subsequent events have 
borne him out. No one has continued his work; we lack an overview of the 
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various tendencies in our social criticiem today. but we do not even have 
a theoretical treatment of the role of social criticiem under the condi- 
tions, as Kardelj said, of the pluraliem of self-management interests, 
However, in the ranke of the activists there are substantial differences 
even in the conception of that pluraliemw, and thin Ls creating quite a bit 
of confusion. But unless it deale with that iseue the League of Communists 
cannot in the present phase of development take the lead as it should in 
the revolutionary criticiem of society and in its alteration. 


Criticiem of Social Criticism 


As always, we must emphasize even now: the “oppositionisete” are most ef- 
fectively displaced by achieving those social relations which we advocate. 
Thus their opportunities do not lie in their own strength, but in our weak- 
ness or in our inability to carry out our own conceptions. We need social 
criticism precisely so that we can become fit for further action. At pres- 
ent we often encounter dual errors: a recoiling from any sort of criticism 
and an apology for all criticism. However, our errore are sacred to us: 
those who blindly defend all current solutions in society are pushing us 
into a futile dogmatic defensive posture, and those who are crushing into an 
unsparing criticism of the present situation, without Caking into account 
the positions on which they base their criticiem, are opening up our ranks 
to the oppositionists. And when the cards are shuffled, our ability to act 
drops off sharply, the “oppositionists” attempt to take che initiative and 
to impose on us those issues which they themselves have chosen, 


That is why not only social criticiem, but also criticism of social criti- 
cism should become a part of our everyday practice. Kardelj rightly said: 
“Accordingly, just as qualified social criticism is a condition for the 
progress of our socialist society, so a continuous critical clarification 
of the issue of the particular social role and speciiic effect of this or 
that criticism is a condition for development of competent and truly scien- 
tific social criticism.” 


But here again we make errors. Both we and the "“oppositionists” assert, 
for example, that our science is full of normativism and apologetics. How- 
ever, the “oppositionists” regard as nonapologetic only those works whose 
points of departure are outside that vision of social development which we 
set forth in the early seventies, and they do not incl de those which crit- 
ically examine our present practice and seek creativ solutions without de- 
parting from that same line. We do not revarc ever these latter as apolo- 
getic. We also forget that apologetics are possib.e ~ >t only with respect 
to society, but also with respect to works and id ss of vverrated geniuses 
and that there is also dogmatism in bourgeois liberalism and anarcholiber- 
alism and not just in vulgar Marxism. 


That is why we should not allow confusion over the question of the position 
from which something is being criticized. We need « line of demarcation. 
In the recent past there have been quite a few cases of evasion from 
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Clearly defining our critical position; it has been said that we need a re- 
sponsible criticiem, and honest criticiam, an open criticiem, a consistent 
criticiem, and an authentic criticiem--all that is so, but behind that 
there is a fluid content, everyone ia implying something different, and for 
that reason thie cannot be a substitute for the fact that the League of 
Communists advocates social criticiem from the positions of the working 
clase in ite struggle for a society in which there is sufficient room for 
eriticiam regardless of the position on which it is based, which certainly 
includes positions which are non-Marxiet, if it is basically on the line of 
development of the relations of socialist self-management, that is, within 
the framework of the platform of the front of organized socialist forces. 
We should always emphasize these two elements of our struggle. 


There le No Room for Apologetics 


From the strategic standpoint party members will in developing and nurtur- 
ing social criticism adhere to the well-known position in the bylaws that 
nothing is so sacred that it cannot be changed. Certainly the historical 
approach will be taken even in this: some things are discontinued, some 
are superseded, and still others developed. Self-management, the federal 
principle and nonalignment are revolutionary achievements which cannot be 
contested in any way in our society, at the present level of development. 
But the tactical line of demarcation between the organized socialist forces 
and those who take positions opposed to them is plotted by the principles 
of our system of self-management relations as set forth in the docuwents of 
the 10th and lith LCY congresses and the constitution, and the solucions 
contained in all other laws, that is, in other documents, even though they 
may be referred to as laws embodying the system, constitute the mechanism 
of the system and are subject to constant reassessment and amendment as 
soon as they fail to achieve the purpose for which they were designed or 
fail to go in the direction which the principles outline. But even they 
cannot be contested from just any position. 


In conclusion I would like to emphasize: one of the basic prerequisites of 
the development of qualified social criticism is development of Marxist 
criticism. [It is well known that Marxist criticism of culture has not been 
developec. The organized socialist forces have a particular interest in 
its development, since its characteristic method is one which facilitates 
the revolutionary alteration of the situation; conversely, they have no in- 

ipplying a method which is neglectful of exactly that. The ad- 
vantage of Marxism is also manifested in the fact that it does not reject 
the results of any method, but clearly and constantly criticizes the limi- 
tation of every direction, of every method, even its own, and on that basis 
builds up its own self-regulating system. Marxism has a fundamental advan- 
tege, but thi. certainly does not mean that this advantage will be found in 
every individual book written with Marxist intentions. For that reason 
chere is no room for engaging in apologetics either toward Marxism or to- 
ward Marxists. The organized socialist forces will respect as human free- 
dom and the freedom of creativity the commitment of any scientist and 
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workingman to any echool of science, be it structuraliem, functionalisna, 
positiviem or whatever that is a basically progressive view of everything, 
and it will utilize and esteem every individual acientific work or human 
knowledge depending on whether it offers relevant knowledge of reality be- 
cause in a particular way it has overcome the limitations which are other- 
wise inherent in the school, in the method, or in the view of the world to 
which they are related. 


Il believe that the organized socialist forces, seizing upon these things 
that have been learned, will be able to give a new thrust to the struggle 
to build new relations in culture and to the development of cultural, sci- 
entific and artistic creativity and ultimately to the development of the 
human personality. 
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
